~ STORM IS CAUSED. 
WHEN OPERA TAX 
MENTION [S MADE 


Suggestion That Compro- 
mise Had Been Affect- 
ed Brings Many. Sena- 
tors to Their Feet. 


OPPOSITION IS VOICED 
BY NIX AND WALKER 


Debate Is Stopped by Mo- 
tion to Adjourn—Ridley 
Proposes Twenty Per 
Cent Tax. 


Indications of a stormy session 
Monday were seen late Saturday 
afternoon in the senate when @ 
mention was made of the proposed 
tax of 5 per cent on all amusements 
in the state, including grand opera. 
Many senators jumped to their feet 
at once and an end came only upon 
a motion for the body to adjourn 
until Monday, which wae carried. 

The senate wae considering the 
general tax act end had passed 
about half of it when Senator Nix, 
of the fifty-first, moved that the 
body adjourn. President Clay left 
his chair and urged the senate not 
to adjourn until 7:30 o’clock, de- 
claring that good progress was be- 
Ing made on the tax Dill and that 
ne understood that a compromise 
wats gbdout to be affected on some 
important items of it. 

Attacks Grand Opera. 

Senator Nix, who has strongly a4- 
vocated a tax on grand opera, at 
once took the floor and stated that 
if a compromise was to be ef- 
fected he know nothing of it. He 
stated, “I was @ .member of the 
committee that drew the 5 ‘per cent 
tax on all amusements and I favor 
a tax on opera. 

“If a compromise is to be effect- 
ed on the grand opera tax, which 
is included in the 5 per ‘cent tax, 
I know nothing of it as no one has 
“approached me on the @uibject. As 
a compromise committee, we put 
the tax on all amusements and Il 
am not going to be dictated to by 
any set of Atlanta men. If a 
compromise has been proposed I 
think that the side favoring the 
opera tax has been insulted by not 
being told of it.” 

Senator Welker, chairman of the 
appropriation committee, then ask- 
ed: “Senator Nix, do you think in | 
view of the stand that we have 
taken on the opera tax, that we 
can go back to our people if we 
eliminate the 5 per cent tax on all 
amusements, including grand op- 
era?” Senator Nix answered: 
“Senator Walker, we cannot.” 


. Was Based on Rumor. 

President Clay then took the 
floor again and declared in his 
etatement thet what he had heard 
would be a tax compromise on the 
opera question was based on rumor 
and that he had heard nothing defi- 
nite along this line. 

Several of the senators opposing 
the tax on opera called for recog- 
nition and only a motion to adjourn 
until Monday made by Senator Hol- 
lingsworth, stopped the state of 
pandemonium. 

During the afternoon session 
ninety-eight sections, more than 
half, of the general tax act were 
adopted. Most of the sections were 
adopted without discussion and 
nearly ali of the committee amend- 
mente up to this point were in- 
q@rporated. 

However, several sections caused 
gome dispute and a committee con- 
gisting of Senators Nix, Johns and 
Foy was appointed to consider any 
sections where dispute arose and 
have referred to them all questions 
and amendments in dispute. They 


will act on these questions and sub- |}. 


mit their opinions to the senate 
Monday. 

Toe them was referred the Ridley 
amendment calling for a 20 per cent 
tax on all tobacco sold in the state. 


Ridley’s Amendment. 

Senator Ridley was author of an 
amendment for the proposed item 
placing a tax of one cent each on 
cigars costing over $75 per 1, 000, the 
amenament proposing a tax of 20 
per cenit on tobacco in all forms in 
the state. 

This amendment met some opposi- 
tion and was referred to a commit- 
tee appointed to take charge of all 
disputes and thresh them out to sat- 
isfaction. 

During the course of the after- 
noon debate on the tax bill several 
senato:s took occasion to score the 
taxes as outlined by it. 


Attacks Entire Bill. 


Senator Golucke, of the 19th, in 
a strong speech excoriated the en- 
tire bill declaring that he would 
vote against fit in its entirety when

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|Police Baffled 


In Los Angeles 


Man Shot to Death While 
With Young Divorcee, On 
Own Lawn. 


Los Angeles, August 6.—John B. 
Kennedy, a young insurance broker, 
was shot to death from ambush last 
night in a suburb while searching 
for a “lucky penny” in company 
with Mrs. Madalynne Obenchain, a 
young divorcee of Evanston, Ill., and 
despite a day’s work on the case, 
the police tonight confessed them- 
selves baffled by the mystery. 

The young man had arrived in 
front of his bungalow in Beverly 
Glen, and at her suggestion, she told 
the police, the two began to search 
for a “lucky penny” she said she 
had buried near the front gate 
sometime previously. While they 
were stooping over digging the san® 
two shots rang out, the woman told 
the police, and Kennedy fell at her 
feet. She screamed for help after 
she had caught his dying words, 
“Good night, Madalynne.” 

A neighbor said she saw two men 
drive away in an automobile at the 
time the ehots were fired, and the 
police today found a clump of broken 
bushes a few yards from where Ken- 
nedy fell. The man’s head was 
shattered apparently with a shotgun 
charge. A revolver was found by 
his side, unused, and Mrs. Obenchain 
said it belonged to Kennedy. 

The young woman, although. only 
twenty years old, had been mar- 
ried two years ago while a student 
at Northwestern university. She 
was held today as.a witness. She 
told the poljse she was wholly 
unable to explain the shooting; 
that ehe was planning to marry 
Kennedy, having obtained a divorce 
for that reason, but that the wed- 
digg had been delayed because his 
family objected. She asserted, ac- 
cording to police, that she had been 
on fmMendly terms with her former 
husband, who Nves in Chicago, and 
that he had not opposed her divorce 
because he felt she would be hap- 
pier with Kennedy. 

Today at her request, Mrs. Oben- 
chain wae taken to the scene of 
the shooting, She told the sheriff 
she thought she might throw more 
light on the affair if she could go 
over the ground, but she made no 
Giscovery that would help solve the 
Slaying, police eaid. 

Volunteer witnesses brought va- 
rious etories of Kennedy’s recent 
life to the authorities, and these 
were being investigated, although 
with little hope that they would 
lead to a solution. 

An inquest over the body of Ken- 
nedy will be held, it was announc- 
ed, but the date will await comple- 
tion of preliminary inquirtes. 

Chicago, Auguet 6—Mrs. Mada- 
lynne Obenchain, who was with 
John B. Kennedy when he was slain 
near his cottage in a euburb of Los 


Angeles early today, once was fa- 
mous in Chicago as “the prettiest 
girl on the Northwestern ' univer- 
sitv campus.” She iater became the 
bride of a wealthy attorney, wide- 
ly known throughout the middle- 
west, Ralph B. Obenshain. She was 
Sranted a divorce in 1920.

FIGHT ON INCREASE 
IN TAXATION LOOMS 


Past Week Witnessed 
Passage of Most Impor-| 


tant Legislation Enact- 
ed During 1921 Session. 


With both houses split into almost 
numberless factions, and with only 
three working days of the session 
remaining. the general assembly 
will enter the most crucial period 
of the 1921 session Monday and 
Tuesday, when the general tax act 
and appropriations bill come up for 
fina] consideration. Action of the 
senate on an amendment covering @ 
$200,000 deficiency fund for the state 
sanitarium, and the attitude of the 
house toward increases the upper 
branch has made in the tax measure 
will determine whether an extra ses- 
sion will be called. | 

Governor Thomas W. Hardwick 
stated to The Constitution late Sat- 
urday that in his opinion no éxtra 
session will be ordered, and charac- 
terized the present status of legis- 
lation as being favorable. ™ 

“While there may be some kinks 
that will have to be smoothed out 


and while it is possible that some-}-.— 


thing radical may develop,” he said, 
“TIT am sure now that there will be 


no extra session. 


DuBosé’s Opinion. 
The Opinion of the governor was 


reflected by Representative Toombs 


DuBose, who framed the general 
tax bill in the house and who has 
been the leader of.the administra- 
tion forces in connection with this 
measure. 

Following receipt of the tax act 
from the house, the senate appro- 
priations and finance committee 
added amendnients which will bring 
the total estimated revenue to $11,- 
000,000. These amendments were 
the center of storm debates Satur- 
day afternoon, and when the meas- 
ure is transmitted to the house a 
greater fight on the additional in- 
creases in taxes is predicted. 

“An interesting estimate of the 
comparative income “and expendi- 
ture by appropriations was given 
out by Governor Hardwick after ad- 
journment of the house Saturday. 
He estimated the state will have « 
total revenue from all sources, after 
making deduction of the W. & A. 
rentals and other incidental. items 
of reduction, of $9,420,000 which is, 
he says, about $140,000 short of the 
appropriations made.

The governor deducts from the 
foregoing $325,000 oil fees which 
are tied up in litigation, and the an- 
nual rental] on the railroad property. 

These estimates are short of the 
estimates made by members backing 
the different legislation while it was 
in process of passage, and do not in- 
chude numerous items written Into 
the general tax act Saturday aft- 
ernoon by the senate. Should the 
amusement tax stand at 5 per cent, 
which was the senate committee 
compromise but which will have to 
undergo a fight in the house no 
matter whet the senate does, it will 
yield, including all picture shows, a 
revenue of a minimum of $985,000, 
and the gasobine tax at 1 cent on the 
basis of the state's official con- 
sumption figures will total just 
about the same figure, claim many 
legislators.

Charging that by “adroit maneu- 
vers and hydraulic pressure” of 
Governor Thomas W. Hardwick’s 
machine, the general assembly has 
added further tax burdens upon the 
people; decreased appropriations of 
state institutions, and has refused 
ful) appropriatons for confederate 
veterans, Senator John H. Jones. 
issued a statement Saturday night 
predicting that a storm of protest 
unless 
the executive’s program is changed. 

When the chief executive was in- 
formed of the statement, he said 
that he would have no reply to make 
until he had read Senator Jones’ 
criticism in full. 

The senator characterized the 
governor's program as a “slick po- 
litical scheme to starve the state's 
institutions for a year or so; heap a 
sizeable balance in the treasury, 
and then place the blame for the 
high taxes on the assembly.” As 
the only means of averting the pre- 
dicted storm of protest, he asserted 
the entire program would have to 
be changed during the remaining 
three days of the session. 

Under “False Guise.” 

Governor Hardwick has express- 
ed the opinion that he believed that 
luxury taxes are the best means of 
releving the state’s financial condi- 
tion. The senator stated that these 
taxes on fertilizer, amusements, 
gasoline, carbonic gas and others 
have been enacted under a “false 
guise.” 

“To burden the people of Georgia 
with heavy extra taxes under the 
false guise of ‘luxury taxes,’” he 
said, “in thie extraordinary year of 
financial depression and suffering 
among all classes, and to couple 
this burden with a mortgage of

Warmly Defends Payne. 


H. A. Allen, attorney for Detect- 
ive Payne, warmly dsfended his 
client. He declared that no action 
had been brought against Payne by 
Night Chief Jett, of the police force, 
or Andy King, police commission- 
er, because they knew McWhorter, 
dethroned whisky king, “was a liar,’”” 
and stated that Payne was after 
him for “bootlegging.”

by Former Vice Consul 
in Paris to Churches’ 
Commission. 


SOLITARY CONFINEMENT 
FATE OF MEN JAILED 


Prisoners Lack Proper 
Clothing and Necessities 
Says Letter From H. 
Cleveland Coxe. 


The Churches’ Prison commission, 
an Atlanta-founded organization, is 
preparing to institute an ‘investi- 
gation. loking toward allevation of 
suffering on the part of American 
prisoners in French civil prisons, 
following harrowing accounts of 
terrible conditions under which 
American citizens are said to be 
living in French institutions of de- 
tention. 

This fact was revealed Saturday 
by Charles N. Walker. well known 
business man, of 207 Marietta 
street, who is secretary-treasurer of 
the prison welfare body, following 
receipt of a letter from H. Cleve- 
land Coxe, former vice consul gen- 
eral in Paris, and now captain of 
the American Red Cross, making 
sensational charges concerning con- 
ditions of American prisoners. 

Captain Coxe declares to the At- 
lanta organization, that there are 
about 300 Americans incar’erated at 
present in French civil prisons gnd 
that they are near starvation, suf- 
fering untold hardships from lack, 
of proper clothing and necessities 
and are entirely denied communi- 
cation with each other in the midst. 
of a foreign-speaking people. te 
whom they are utter Asap pale 

Many Ex-8 

Many of these imprisoned Ameri- 
cans are ex-soldiers, who served 
their country valiantly at the front, 
it is sald, but who were found guilty 
of gome infraction \-of French 
statutes after the signature of the 
armistice and after they had been 
discharged from the army. There 
were hundreds of Americans dis- 
charged in France for various 
civilian pursuits in connection with 
the government, many of whom 
were connected with the Red Cross 
and other similar organizaitons, and 
it is said that many in this cates 
gory are among those now in the 
civil jails of France, 

The communication, which reveals 
these conditions does not treat of 
military prisons, but confines itself 
entirely to the civil jails. The 
Americans in the French jails are 
practically in solitary confinement, 
says the letter, since there is no 
arrangement whereby they may 
converse even with their countrye 
men. In many cases they are badly 
clad and worse cared for, but can- 
not be aided because individuals 
attempting assistance can do noth- 
ing without the support of a strong 
organization, | 

The letter from Captain Coxe 
came to Mr, Walker and the At- 
lanta organization in the form of 
a plea that they give the desired 
support, in order that conditions 
may be allayed, and in order that 
Americans there will not have to be 
completely denied the association

Analysis of Melicon Views. 


Taxation and tax revision de- 
pend upon public expenditures. Ac-

life. In this measure there is ab- 
solutely no equalization of taxes. 


I am in favor of taxing luxuries 
before you tax necessities. How- 
ever, in this bill taxes are siapped 
.on here and there absolutely ar- 
bitrarily and with tlio system. No 
ttempt is made to put a tax on 
uxuries before the necessities of 
life are hit. The measure is an 
absolute farce.”

Ashby Jones gave a reception at 
his home in the city of Atlanta; and 
a large number of Atlanta’s good 
women had been invited to ‘said 
house where a reception had been 
arranged; and that after said good 
women had assembled in said house 
to participate in said reception and 
while said reception was in progress, 
some fashionably dressed negro 
women who had been secreted in 

gaid home were called forth from 

their hiding into said reception room 
by said M. As 
greeted by said M. Ashby Jones as 
‘Miss,’ ‘Mrs.,’ etc. 

“Since this published libel not 
onJy seeks to injure Dr. Jones per- 
sonally, but if not silenced by the 
truth, would do an irreparable in- 
jury to the influence and work of 
athe church of which he is pastor, 
we, the undersigned deacons of that 
church, make the following definite 
statement: 

Charges Denied. 

“Dr. M. Ashby Jones has never on 
any occasion in private or public 
either advocated or ‘practiced socia!

“Dr. M. Ashby Jones has never 
held any reception of any kind what- 
soever at his home since he has been 
pastor of our church, go that the 
statements made in the resolutions 
quoted above are utterly without 
foundation in fact.

7 Results Expected. 

The results Mr. Mellon believes the 
various changes proposed by him 
will have on revenue substantially 
as follows:

; Declaring that white supremacy 
jn the United States is a funda- 
mental principle and that compro- 
mise is impossible; the Ku Klux 
Klan is the result of racial pride 
and not racial prejudice; and that 
it is an organization without blem- 
ish, so far as he knew, Governor 
Thomas W. Hardwick delivered an 
address at the dedication of “Klan- 
krest,” the home of Colonel Wi1l- 
liam J, Simmons, imperial wizard 
of the klan, Saturday evening on 
the front lawn of the home, 1840 
Peachtree road. 

Coionel Simmons, who made the 
opening speech, denounced “some 
pusillanimous scamp who is whin- 
ing over the United States that I 


am getting rich by being imperial 
wizard of the Ku Klux Klan,” and 
then added, “yes, I am rich, in 
that I possess the unwavering de- 
votion of thousands of members of 
the Invisible Empire, which, in my 
opinion, is worth more than all the 
gold of all the Rockefellers in the 
world.” 

“Our forefathers conquered the 
American wilderness,” said Gov- 
ernor Hardwick, “and drove out the 
savage, not for the Japanese nor 
the negro, but for the white man 
and him alone. This is a republic, 
ves, but It is also a white republic. 
Therefore, I do not see how any 
-ponorabie or Christian person can 
atieck the Ku Klux Klan, an or- 
Sanization whica s.ands for white 
gupremacy, Anglo-Saxonism and 
Ainericanism, 

“The clan stands not for racial 
prejudice, but for racial pride. It 
wae the lack of racial pride in Cen- 
tral America tnat caused the mon- 
gwrel race thcre today. Let us keep 
the south Anglo-Saxon. 

“4A New York reporter was sent 
to Attanta just after. my inaugura- 
tion to investigate the Ku Klux 
Kian moverrent. I knew him weil 
and he came to me for my opinion 
of the affair. I told him that so 
far at I knew it was an honorable 
and law-abiding organization. And 
1 told ‘im, furthermore, that al- 
though I was not a member, it was 
not because I thought myself too 
good for it, for my father was a 
m-mber during reconstruction days. 

“Poople say that the clan is nar- 

row. I think not. 
(pristian and you must be white 
tn order to join. As far as I am 
n-rsonalivy concerned, a man may 
have anv religion he pleases and 
may invite a black man to eat at 
his table, but if I were the ruler 
and made the laws of a Caucassian 
state, I would make every man 
follow the principles of the Chris- 
tian religion, and I would exclude 
necroes from citizenship. 
“White supremacy does not mean 
that a man can, with impunity, 
break the'laws.

Colonel Simmons at the opening of 
the dedication ceremonies, read tele- 
grams regretting their inability to 
attend from Gutzon Borglum, the 
sculptor, and W. D. Upshaw, the 
congressman. Then two flags were 
raised on the new pole in front of 
the house. The first was a war 
torn flag which saw service in the 
battle of Beuna Vieta during the 
Mexican war. Then a new American 
flag was raised. After invocation 
Dy General A. B. Booth, adjutant- 
treneral and chief of staff of the 
(fonfederate Veterans association, 
Colonel Simmons made a speech in 
‘which he expressed his appreciation 
to the members of the Klan for his 
now home, and said that if he ever 
‘ avered from the principles of the 
‘rganization, from Ang!o-Saxonism, 
und Americanism, it was his hope 
that “the home be burned to ashes, 
and the memory of it be lost to pos- 
terity.” He also introduced Edwin 
Young Clark, whom, he said, made 
the gift a possibility. 

The colonel then made a_ scath- 
ing attack on these persons who 
have criticised the Ku Klux Klan. 
“Governor Hardwick,” he said, “they 
Say that we are un-American; that 
we are fostering and condoning a 
propaganda of racial prejudice and 
religious intolerance; that we are 
rough-necks and degenerates.” 

In detail he answered the attacks, 
and read article 2 of the Klan’s con- 
stitution, which requires a person

Its membership comprises the Ok- 
lahoma Cotton Growers’ association, 
the Texas association and the Ani- 
zona organization. In addition, it 
will be joined within the next few 
days by the completed Mississippi 
Stople Co-Operative association, 
and the North Carolina association. 
Bv 1922, it is planned that they 
will have been joined by the Geor- 
gia Cotton Growers’ Co-Operative 
association and others now being 
organized. 

Talks With Leaders.: 


Mr. Williams stopped over in At- 
lanta for a few hours Saturday and 
conierred informally with . leaders 
cf the Georzia movement and 
others, on his way from the west to 
Washington and New York, where 
he goes for conferences on impor- 
tant cotton marketing and financ- 
ing transactions. 

“IT am not at liberty to disclose,” 
he said, “the detailed nature or 
source of these financial transac- 
tions at this time, but I can say 
that they far surpass in imPortance 
and size the recently much dis- 
cussed loan of the war finance cor- 
poration of 35,000,000 to another one 
of our groun. 

“The terms will be more liberal, 
money will be available for our 
member growers immediately upon 
delivery of their cotton to the as- 
sociation without loss of time and 
without exacting warehousing con- 
ditions, and they will be more siz- 
nificant as proof of the business 
soundness of the California plan 
as applied to short staple associa- 
tions composed of great: numbers 
of small growers.

WORK SUCCESSFUL 
Probably Fifteen More 
Georgia Counties Will 
Be Released From U. S. 
Quarantine This Year.

Washington, D. C., August 6.— 
(By Constitution . Leased Wire.)— 
Tick eradication has progressed so 
satisfactorily in Georgia that prob- 
ably 15 or more counties will be 
released from federal quarantine 
this season, according to a report 
just issued by United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. During June 
$14,565 dippings of cattle were offi- 
cially supervised in the state, and 
in the counties expected to be re- 
leased from quarantine only 300 

tick-infested herds were found. 

With the exception of one county, 
Taylor, there has been hearty co- 
operation in carrying on the tick 
eradication work. The commission- 
er’s court of Taylor county declined 
to co-operate with the state for the 
enforcement of dipping and quaran- 
tine regulations, and has refused to 
complete the work of tick eradica- 
tion in herds, on premises and in 
localities held under local quaran- 
tine at the time the federal quar- 
antine was revoked in December, 
1920. For this reason it has been 
necessary to requarantine Taylor 
county. 

The order, effective August 1, was 
signed by Acting Secretary of Ag- 
riculture Ball. 

There is in effect in Georgia ae 
state regulation which provides that 
all cattle going through the dipping 
vat shall be marked with paint at 
each dipping. This regulation has 
been of great assistance in facili- 
tating tick eradication work. Range 


riders, whose duty it is to pick up 
any cattle not marked with paint, 
are employed in each county, Un- 
dipped cattle are taken to the dip- 
ping vat and dipped at the expense 
of the owner, or if the owner can 
not be found, they are treated as 
strays and sold for the expenses 
incurred in their gathering and dip- 
ping. 

To this system, the department of 
agriculture attributes the satisfac. 
tory results in ridding the state of 
ticks. In fact, it is said there are 
fewer undipped cattle in Georgia, 
in counties in which tick eradica- 
tion is being carried on, than in 
any other state.

States Forecaster 


_ The intense heat wave is broken, 
in the opinion of C. F. von Herr- 
mann, local weather forecaster, who 
on Saturday announced the highest 
temperature attsined during the 
day was 79, a drop of six degrees 
irom that of Friday. 

“Sunday will be very pleasant,” 
he added. “The maximum thermom- 
eter readings should not exceed 81 
or 82, with excellent chances for 
light thundershowers in the after- 
noon. I believe that the Weather 
from now on will be comparatively 
cool and pleasant, although there 
will naturally be a return, to some 
extent, of rising temperatures. I 
do not expect another prolonged 
period of heat, however.”

The affair in which Dr. Pickard 
was hurt a@ecurred Thursday night 
at the corner of Peachtree and 
North Pryor streets. It was not 
made public by the police until 
Saturday morning. 

Disclosures of Physician. 

According to disclosures of the 
physician, who is a friend of Dr. 
Pickard, the latter was standing at 
the above named place when a car 
passed in which were some men 
and several ladies. Dr. Pickard is 
alleged to have tipped his hat to 
Some one in the car, whereupon a 
man jumped out of the car and 
struck him so seriously that Dr. 
Pickard was knocked unconscious. 
tie was taken to Wesley Memorial 
hospital and did not recover con- 
sciousness until Saturday murning. 
The identity of the man who ai- 
tacked him was learned by the un- 
named physician the following 
morning. He ig said to be named 
Tom Condon, who is said to live 
in Macon. 

The physician who made this dis- 
closure charged that apparently no 
effort had been made 
lice to arrest the man, although 
he is well known in Atlanta. 

“I am not making this statement 
anonymously,” said the physician. 
“The mayor has my name and the 
police, have my name. I am not 
trying to hide. I simply don’t want 
my name in the papere.” 

Police Indifferent. 

“The man who struck Dr. Pick- 
ard has the reputation of being a 
blind tiger,” he continued. “He 
is well-known about town. I have 
information that he is not only 
still in the city, but that he could 
be arrested at any time if the po- 
lice were on the job. He has tele- 
phoned the Rex’ saloon and his 
triends to find out about the con- 
dition of Dr. Pickard. He told them 
that if anybody wanted him to tell.

The psychology af 
the young preacher—his develop- 
self-sufficiency of youth in all times 
self-sufficiency of youth in al) lines 
is mirrored in Peter, but especially 
does he personify the modern pa- 
ganism which is rampant even in 
the guise of “highly evolved” re- 
ligion, speaking from the pulpit. 

Modern Paganism. 

It is the best proof, indeed, of 

. Mrs. Harris’ genius that she has 
made a story profoundly readable, 
deliciously human, religiously c0s- 
mopolitan, out of the progress of a 
young man in the Methodist minis- 
try from this same paganism (en- 
tirely unconscious on his part) to a 
real ministry in which the knowl- 
edge and love and service of God 
is the aim, rather than a deifica- 
tion of «smug efficiency, health 
and prosperity. 
_ His father, a descendant of a 
long line of men, beginning with 
a desciple of John Wesley, who de- 
voted their lives to their church, 
was “imbued with the spirit” that 
shut out all worldly considerations. 
His mother, although her life was 
one of spiritual service, avowed in 
secret, always her longing after the 
flesh-pots. 

So, it is not surprising that their 
offspring became a preacher. Nor 
is it odveriatus that when he made 
his decision, he shocked his moth- 
er, inured to a a habit of religious 
thought, however carnal her natu- 
ral instincts were, when he stated, 
not that he felt the ‘“‘call to preach 
the gospel,” but that he had “de- 
cided to enter the ministry.” | 

An alert brain, an impelling per- 
sonality, a genius for organization 
z00n take Peter out of small coun- 
try churches which were his first 
assignments. 

Triumphal Progress. 

This progress for years is appa- 
rently smooth and triumphant, dut 
his mother’s chronicle of it, sees 
always the rocks ahead. 

With a keenness of perception, 
not dulled even by mother-pride 
in apparent success, she realizes 
that the “science of human duty,” 
which is what she calls Peter's 
substitute for religion, is a doubt- 
ful medium for bringing the soul 
eomfort in affliction or the blessed- 
ness of nearness to God. 

Nominally, Peter is the hero of 
the book, but in reality, of course, 
it’s outstanding character is the 
mother, always effacing herself, 
and presenting her opinions, her 
observations, not to Peter’s world. 
but holding them in the privacy of 
her own mind, at least until the 
diplomatic moment comes to shock 
Peter occasionally out of his com- 
placency. 

Despite her avowal of unortho- 
doxy, in such heresies, as that “ev- 
ery one of us must jerk, a oom- 
mandment out of place now and 
then in the mere business of living 
with his fellow man;” yet Peter's 
mother is in truth unorthodox on- 
Iv in so far as she declines to live 
by the narrow enterpretations of 
smaller minds: when cOmmon sense, 
as well as real comnrnion with the 
Spirit, prompt her spiritual inde- 
pendence. 

Accepts Her Cross. 


There is no more moving 
-heautiful picture in the book: in 
all of the work of Mrs. Harris. in 
fact, than her acceptance of her 
cross when she learns that Peter, 
whom she would do nothing to 
keep out of the ministry, but longs 
with all her heart for another ca- 
reer for.him and for his mother. 
has chosen tle church. She pictures 
his future and hers, as barren of 
the worldly sunshine of life as had 
been hers and William’s, her cir- 
cuit rider husband. “It was a 
warm spring day, but I felt the 
chill of winter in the air.” she 
‘rites. Then without protest. she 
accepts her call to life time sacri- 
fice, and folds her hands with a 
meekness, which was the virtue 
most foreign to her inclinations. 

Become the mother of the thor- 
oughly modern young preacher, her 
epinions, her observations, touch 
with remarkable universality upon 
the mooted questions of the day. 
which seem to weave themselves 
naturally into the lives of the fash- 
ionable young preacher and his 
mother. and she handles them with 
a finality that is highly stimu- 
lating. 

Woman citizenship, {!n which Pe- 
ter’a mother declares that the great 
menace wil] be woman's subjec- 
tion to all the rigors of adverse 
publicity, ts one of the things she 
discusses with the conprehensive 
brevity. the enigrammatic clever- 
ness which makes one amile. alike 
for the egxrriphie character of the 
mhrase itself and the wisdom it em- 
bodies. 

Woman's Secret Out. 

“What women really are in secret 
will be known in the open for the 
first time,’ she says. “Since their 
gender and gentleness made them 
eacred to just men. Théy will not 
be sacred. Maybe they are not so 
anyway, bat it is sometimes more 
dangerous to d®stroy an illusion 
than a_ civilization. Wh would 
happen to ue if we suddenly discov- 
ered that men really are not 
brave? It would be a terrific loss.” 
The doubtful value of press to 
day a ehe discourses upon. “There 
eno euch thing.” she says, “as 
the power of ‘the press unto sal- 
vation.” 

Her comparison of Woodrow Wil- 
ron and his fourteen points with 
Moses and the Ten Commandments 
ie a delicious bit. as is her explana- 
tion of the failure of the league of 
nations. 

“T believed in this league of na- 
tions,” she writes, “as I believe in 
salvation, not that I ever felt en- 
tirely saved. I had my doubts about 
whether we could afford that much 
salvation In this present world.” She 
compares the league with Christian 
people of different creads who can 
not pray and worship together in 
the same church. 

Charity as a Big Business. 

Charity she holds as a private 
Christian virtue as distingulehed. 
from humanitarianism, which has 
become one of the “dig bueinesses.” 
“We have syndicated those scrip- 
tures about tne Good Samaritan,” 
is the way she describes it. 

When it comes to spiritualism. 
she declares that she is a firm be- 
liever in the Monroe doctrine. “I 
am teetotal!ly opposed to entangling 
altlances with the spirits of an- 
ether world.” 

The preacher who plays the lead- 
ing roles in the Bible for the 
amusement of his congregation, 
ahe flays, and in these, and all her 
crusades. she thinks straight and 
speaks fearlessiv. but unlike the 
radical. she !mplies the remedy. 
: There can he no charge of irrev- 
erence against Mre. Harris in “My 
Gon.” although she cannot’ restrain

Lena Lake Forrest, of Detroit, 
Mich., federation president, spoke 
as one inspired. In her annual ad- 
dress Mis. Forrest outiined the aims 
of the federation of the future and 
achievements of the past. She made 
a plea for a better education for 
business women, sane thinking on 
*he problems of the ‘commercial 
world today, intelligent citizenship 
and a full acceptance of the respon- 
sibilities of equal suffrage. She de- 
clared the federation jas an or- 
ganization of builders and predicted 
that in years to come it would make 
its voice felt throughout the busi- 
ness world. It 1s not numbers, nor 
equipment, she said, but the morals 
or spirit of any organization which 
counts, and that: is the foundation 
for which the business women of the 
world should strive. 

“Mrs. Forrest believes women 
should make their own standards 
Health is: important as education. 
ghe says, for a robust body is as 
essential as a well-trained mind. 

“When speaking of the question 
of clothes, she said: ‘I do believe 
it is nege*sary to the succese of 
women in businesa life to establish 
an uneonscious standard of dress, 
just as men have done. But I do 
not mean that women should adopt 
a uniform. I ¢hink a woman owes 
it to herself and her employer to 
dress hbecoming]v. appropriately. and 
styliehly. Older business women 
should set the standard for their 
younger sisters along the lines of 
clothes.’ *’ : 

Loyalty to duty was particularly 
stressed by Mrs, Forrest. 

Federation's Growth. 

The report of Lena Madesin Phil- 
lips, national executive secretary. 
showed a rapid growth in the fed- 
eration since its organization in St. 
Louis two years ago. At present, 
the federation includes approxi- 
mately 325 business and professional 
women’s clubs, with a total mem- 
bership of. more than 30.000. 
‘Thirty-nine state federations have 

organized, including thirtéen 
during the last vear.

Women in Industry. 


The conservation attitude of the 
federation towards all legislative 
reform; «heir desire to study every 
problem ebefore forming important 
conclusions, was indicated in the 
report on “Industrial Relations,” 
made by Miss M. E. Hoagland, In- 
diana. Miss Hoagland urged that a 
better knowledge of industrial con- 
ditions by the business and profes- 
sional women of the country. Miss 
Hoagland also urged a line be 
drawn between conditions surround- 
ing employment of women and chil- 
dren. She also recommended organ- 
ization of the 14,000,000 women of 
the country now employed in gain- 
ful occupations, not as labor un- 
ions, but to study and solve prob- 
lems surrounding their empioyment,. 
Miss Hoagland stated that a nation- 
wide survey is being made to de- 
termine under what conditions 
women work, and whether special 
protective legislation igs needed. The 
convention was asked to go on ree- 
urd on protective legislation until 
the survey is completed. The sur- 
vey is being taken through The In- 
dependent Woman, offiical organ of 
the federation, and a questionnaire 
sent to womeyp workers asking them 
whether they favor protective legis- 
lation or prefer to work on equal 
foeting with men. 

The College Education. 


Dr. Amelia Henry Reinhardt, 
president of Mills college. Oakland, 
Cal., spoke on “The College Woman 
and Business.” Her contention is 
not that a college degree is.an ab- 
solute necessity im the business or 
commercial world, put that he 
training it répresents is a help, a 
means of service. She made hu- 
morous references to statistics 
about women, ‘commenting upon 
their .widely varying conclusions. 
“Education clarifies the outlook on 
all tasks,” she stated. “We should 
not look upon college as a beauti- 
ful screen from the world, but as 
an instrumentality of service to tne 
world. The woman who goes forth 
from her alma mater forgetting 
that fact has overlooked the most 
important part of its teachings” 


Professional Loyalty. 


Dr. Rheinhardt spoke of the un- 
selfishness of the professions. 

“I have the hope that women are 
carrying this spirit of unselfish- 
ness which we associate with the 
profession into the world of com- 
merce also,” she added. Dr. Rhein- 
hardt said four-fifths of ali college 
women earned their own living 
after graduation, many of them be- 
fore. Within that four-fifths, 80 
per cent go into teaching, the field 
that has been longest open to wom- 
en,” she continueu. “Of the re- 
mainder, 14 per cent go into secre- 
tarial, administrative or executive 
work. The other half dozen: per- 
cent are found in the law,: social 
service or other tasks, many of 
which no other women has before 
occupied. As for opportunities 
that lie before us, £ feel that they 
are limited only by our individual 
intelligence and courage. Take the 
medical field, for instance. Medi- 
cal schools are frankly worried. 
There is a great need for women in 
nearly every branch of the profes- 
sion. Public health nursing, one 
of the newer fields of opportunities 
for women, need 560,000 recruits. 

“There are not more than 1,600 
women in our’ whole country en- 
saged in the practice of law,” she 
se 

She told of a questionnaire sent 
out to employers of women in New 
York, particularly department store 
heads. “Do you like to employ col- 
lege women?” was the question. 
“Yes, Dy all means,” was the an- 
swer of 117. They said thev liked 
collece wome because they were 
quick to grasp instructions, had in- 
itiative and 
But 105 said “No.” 


ege women usual- 


ly were too old when they came te 
them, and had an air of superiority 
that made other’ girls afraid of 
them.

Cenaressional Comaiittee. 

Miss Mary Stewart, of Washing- 
ton, D G., who represents the feder- 
ation on the women’s joint congres- 
sional cummittee in the capital, told 
of the progress of the Sheppard- 
Towner “Baby Bill,” which the fed- 
eration went on record last year 
as indorsing. She said the com- 
mittee in Washington did not in- 
itiate legislation, but acted in bs 
half of the bills which womens - 
ganizations wished to have made 
into laws. She urged the women 
throughout the country to write to 
their congressmen and “follow 
through” with their active support 
of a bill they have.formally in- 
dorsed. “Weare merely your look- 
outs, your sentinels in the watch- 
tower at Washington,” ~-she_ said. 
“Our efforts.amount to little unless 
we can show the congressmen proof 
that we have a big following back 
of us. ' 

The Question of Clothes. 

A striking address was made. said 
Mrs. Veasey, by Miss Jessie Acker- 
man, who is called the world’s most 
traveled woman. She has circled 
the globe eight times, and is the 
only woman fellow of the Scottish 
Geographical] society. Miss: Acker- 
man told of her investigation in the 
Orient and Europe and  deciared 
working women there were ready to 
organize as soon as.the watchword 
was brought from America. She 
stressed the part women have play- 
ed in the advocacy of peace, then 
sounded a decidedly optimistic note 
concerning the affairs of the world j, 
in general, saying there should be 
no lamentation for.some of the 
things that have vanished forever. 

Incidentally, she paid her respects 
to men who find the subject of wom-* 
en’s dress of acute intere ‘Do 
you know,” she said, “that there are 
bills in the legislatures of twelve 
of our states to regulate the length 
of women’s skirts? But several of 
them haven't yet found time to enact 
a law to protect child labor. 

“Some men fear we are going to 
lose our religion,” Miss Ackerman 
continued. “It probably is because 
woman has been man’s religious 
proxy for so long, he is becoming 
alarmed. But women will not lose 
their religion. Nor will women lose 
their romance, or sentiment. 

Miss Ackerman said there was no 
place in this new world for war? She 
spoke of the women’s international 
congress which met in Geneva and 
the unanimous desire for peace ex- 
pressed by representatives of all 
nationalities. Mem write hymns of 
hate while women write lullabies. 
The only woman debarred from that 
congress was the German women. 
But a daughter of France, the coun- 
try which suffered sO much jn the 
war, was the first to reach Gut the 
hand of fellowship to her. That is 
the spirit of this new world. 

The Budget. 

The subject of the adoption of a 
budget held the floor during the 
entire afternoon’s session. Plans 
for establishing itself on a firmer 
financial aha id were taken up at 
this session. $36,000 budget was 
proposed, and after considerable dis- 
eee was finally adopted.

California Bolts. 


The subject of the adoption of 
new constitution and by-laws was 
considered. Incorporation, under the 
laws of New York, was adopted by 
the National Federation of Lusi- 
ness and Professional Women’s 
Clubs atter a hard fight led by 
California delegates against. the 
change. A resolution turning over 
the funds of the federation was 
adopted. Discussion on the adop- 
tion of a new constitution and by- 
laws. including the voting of a $36,- 
000 budget, occupied the greater 
ehare of the morning. 

Because of alleged non-compli- 
ance of the federation with the 
laws of the organization, the Cali- 
fornia delegation bolted the third 
annual convention of the National 
Federation of Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Clubs. “We cannot 
remain members of an organization 
which does not act in accordance 
with its laws and which changes 
them at will to accord with the 
wishee of a few.” declared Miss 
Gail Laughlin, lawyer of San Fran- 
cisco, and former president of the 
federation. Miss Laughlin said that 
no notification of action toward in- 
corporating the organization was 
given to the membership thirty 
days previous to the convention. 
This, she said, was a violation of 
the constitution. This instance is 
but one of many violations, she 
said. There were seven mémbers 
of the California delegation. 

Officers of the organization stated 
that the ederation was  ruied 
by Robbert’s rules of order, which 
provided that action of the sort 
taken was permissible at any time 
without previous notification. 

“Protective Legislation, For and 
Against.” was discussed by Miss 
Mary Van Kleeck, of the Russeli 
Sage foundation, New York,:and hy 
Mies Elinor Byrns, of New York. 
Miss Jeanette Rankin also spoke 
for protective legislation. _ Mrs. 
Harriet Emmons, of New York, 
gave quite as interesting address 
oh “Protective Policies.” s. Em- 
mons spoke particularly of the dye 
induetry and urged the protection 
of this industry in America: 

At the annual Danquet the ad- 
dresses were made by Judge Flor- 
ence E. Allen, Mrs. Lena Lake For- 
rest and Miss Thurza Amos, dean 
of the Pittsburg Woman's college. 

Judge -Allen’s address wae a plea 
fot women to cling tightly to their 
ideals, now that they have attain- 
ed their political rights. She de- 
plored tendencies toward commer- 
cialism alone, and urged that wom- 
en, cheris: always the ideals which 
the world so greatly needs. 

It was demonstrated Friday morn- 
ing that business women know how 
to raise money in a hurry.

The 
demonstration came’ immediately 
eerie. a statement concerning 
the condition of the federation’s 
treasury by Miss Georgia Emery, of 
Detroit, of the finance committee.

The best buy- 
ing in these stocks for some time 
hag been for investment account, 
which would account for the fact 
that they have been comparatively 
stronger than the non-dividened 
low priced issues. 
Imerease in Buying Expected. 


An-increase in speculative buying 
of railroad shares is to be expect- 
ed in the near future, and it is 

robable that it will be found that 

6 low priced issues are far out 
of line with the dividend rails, and 
a big buying movement will result 
in the former. 

The industrial stocks which were 
the strongest in the past week in- 
cluded many in which there has 
' Jong been a short interest which is 
unable to cover. It is quite possible 
that the shorts will stubbornly 
maintain their position through the 
rest of the month. If this proves 
to be the case, with the short in- 
terest in many stocks far out of 
line with the available supply, it 
may mean that there will be some 
very violent advances in some 
stocks if the expected heavier de- 
mand on the part of the public gets 
started near the end of the current 
month. , 

Advance Will Continue. 

On the other hand,’if there is 
short covéring at this time, it is 
believed that such advances as re- 
sult will be followed by declines on 
profit taking and new short sell- 
ing, and that after this decline, }. 
there will be the commencement of 
a slow advancing movement which 
will continue for many months, The 
outlook for this advance over a long 
period will depend to a large extent 
on business conditions, but there 
are many evidences that business is 
row improving and that it will run 
much further. The oil stocks were 
quite strong in the past week, re- 
flecting the probability that much 
better conditions are at hand in the 
oll industry. 

Some of the tobacco shares also 
had good advances, with the condi- 
tions in that industry apparently 
better than they were, while at no 
time has there been any serious de- 
pression such as hit many . other 
ifnes,. jn the tobacco business. Out- 
side of these groups, there were no 
particularly strong groups, except- 
ing gas company stocks, but scat- 
tered through the list were various 
ones which stood out fer their 
.. strength. Thus one automobile 
stock was very firm, whereas many 
others in this group were weak. One 
rubber stock had a good advance, 
while another had a sharp decline. 

The equipment stocks are consid- 
ered in the same class with the rafls 
and moved much higher with them. 
Steel shares were irregular, with 
one or two showing good advances 
but some were easier.. The outloo 
for the steel] page oetl d is consider 
ouite favorable, but business condi- 
tions at the moment are not very 
good and speculators are waiting 
for more definite signs of improve- 
ment before buying. 

Money Market Firmer. 


The money market was a little 
firmer. Late in the previous week, 
the. money market had been very 
easy as a result of the piling up of 
funds in New York in preparation 
for the first of the month financing. 
At one time, call loans were made 
at as low as 3 1-2 per cent. In the 
week just closed, rates held at 5 
to 6 1-2.per cent anttl the first.of 
the month withdrawals had been re- 
turned to the banks; and then call 
money eased. There is the strong- 
est indication that ¢all money will 
be easier throughout most of the 
current month, and there is reason 
to believe that it will be easier for 
many months to come. 


Punds are piling up in the reserve 
banks as a result of gold imports, 
the retirement of war paper, and the 
paying off of debts to the reserve 
banks by the members. This ten- 
dency seems to be about to go to 
such extreme that it may be that 
banks will have difficulty in plac- 
ing th funds to advantage before 
long. r several years, banks have 
been continuously pressed to lend. 
it may be that they will soon be 
pressing the borrowers to borrow.

Foreign Exchange Weak. 

Foreign exchange has been weak 
as a whole for some time. This has 
been partly due to the big buying 
of raw materials which hes been 
taking place in this country for 
some time. It is also a reflection 
of the pili up of foreign credits 
here in an pation of more buy- 
ing of cotton, copper and other raw 
materials. The iar governments 
have been selling eir. own. ex- 
change, to buy credits here, and 
when they get ready to actually 
apply these credits to purchases of 
materials, it is thought that there 
will be the starting of a sharp re- 
covery in exchange which will carr 
prices In this markét up very muc 
above present levels e this 
year is over.

How Long Can a Beauty Remain Beautiful?—Preservation 
of Charm a Matter of Strict Training—Do You Laugh 
Heartily Twenty Times a Day?—The Super-Beauty’s 
Ten Rules of Conduct—‘‘To Keep Your Beauty, Have.a 
Hobby,’’ says Theatrical Producer Who Has Inspect- 
ed 50,000 of America’s Prettiest Girls for Beauty 


Choruses. 


EDITOR’S NOTE—Where the beauties of the chorus come from and how 
they are selected were the subjects of Mr. Ziegfeld’s previous articles in this fas- 
cinating series appearing each Sunday in .The Atlanta Constitution. lowa, he 
pointed out, probably yields a bigger beauty crop in proportion than any other’ 
state in the union. Illustrating his narrative with hitherto untold stories of famous 
chorus stars, the author also revealed the tests for facial and bodily beauty em- 
ployed in selecting sixty super-beauties from a field of 500 pretty aspirants.

“She certainly is. 


“No—never does with these chorus girls.

But, Bill, it won’t last long.” 


I wonder how old she is?” 


“Nineteen, maybe. Not a bit more than—” 
I left the two men still talking in the theater lobby. They were the wise- 


acre type that speak knowingly about chorus beauties. 
but typical of the popular ignorance of the facts. 


Well-meaning chaps, 


It might have surprised these men to know that the girl they spoke of was 


not nineteen but twenty-three. 


And what would they have said if I had stepped up and told them: 
“Seventy-five per cent of the real beauties on the American stage today look 
younger than they are—for the very good reason that they observe strict rutes 


of beauty training.” 


I told this to a promising young 
western girl once just before I picked 
her for a beauty chorus, and she 


gave the startled cry: 

“Will I have to practice hard and 
keep a set of training rules and all 
that sort of thing to succeed in the 
beauty chorus?” 

“There is no other way to do it 
and keep up your success,” I replied. 
“You might run along for a year or 
s0 without paying any special atten- 
tion to yourself and be popular, but 
if you want to stay beautiful and im- 
prove your charm, you’ve got to work 
hard like any other artist.” 

And this little Westerner, [I am 
glad to say, abandoned her notion of 
a royal road to stage popularity and 
settled down to the hard work of 
keeping beautiful. 


Evanescent Beauty. 


There is a great deal of popular 
misconception regarding American 
chorus beauty. Most folk’s idea of 
the life of the chorus girl is—well, it 
isn’t fit to print. They think that she 
burns the candle at both ends. They 
think her beauty is of short dura- 
tion. 

The truth, however, is that the 
average chorus beauty of today takes 
good care of herself. Such care, in 
fact, that she often makes the audi- 
ence think that she is much younger 
than she really is. Of course, this 
illusion can sometimes be facilitated 
by clever use of make-up, but for the 
most part it comes as the result of 
hard work in maintaining her beauty 
by natural training. 

I have selected girls for the beauty 
chorus who were as young as six- 
teen—but most of them are in the 
twenties. In some cases you would 
not have thought that there was three 
years difference between them. 

The oldest chorus beauty that I 
know of, in musical shows has at- 
tained substantial age of thirty-eight. 
She is still attractive—and what's 
more of an asset to her on the stage, 
she is an excellent dancer. She has 
a grown daughter who is also a 
chorus beauty, although they do not 
play in the same production. So far 
as I know, the record of this woman 
is unique. 

People often say to me: 

“How does a beauty begin to show 


her age? What are the first signs of 
departing charm?” 

There are unmistakable signs. 
The girl who has not come to realize 
that beauty is an evanescent thing, 
easily lost forever, will learn to her 
sorrow the importance of such a 
thing as beauty training. 

At first, perhaps, her crystal-like 
eyes will grow a little less clear— 
less full of the depths and shades 
which give beauty to the eyes. 

Then it is likely that her cheeks 
will sag just a trifle from their for- 
mer natural firmness and roundness. 

Her chin will be affected next, in 
all probability. A tendency toward a 
double chin, however slight, will defi- 
nitely remove her from classification 
in the super-beauty chorus. 

Later the “turkey-neck,” herald of 
middle age, may approach—and then 
it is time for her to be thinking of an 
entirely. different career. 

These are dreadful suggestions to 
the young beauty, who is charming 
thousands daily as she trips lightly 
over the boards to the blood tingling 
air of jazz orchestra. She may well 
pause at the height of her glory and 
consider how she can best prolong 


her beauty 

“I tell Virginia she’s got to 
change her habits of eating,” a 
sharming southern girl said to my 
director the other day, “or she’s just 
plumb going to ruin her precious 


beauty.” 
The Case of Virginia. 

The director looked up the case of 
Virginia and found that her chum’s 
statement was right. Here ‘was a 
case of a remarkably pretty girl— 
new to the stage—whose beauty gave 
sign of fading because she had not 
realized the importance of eating her 
meals in a leisurely fashion. 

It was easy enough to understand. 
The girl had come to the beauty 
chorus a little while before from the 
business world where none too much 
time had been customarily allowed 
for meals. She had formerly been a 
private secretary to one of those 
business men who work fourteen 
hours a day and expect their associ- 
ates to do the same. She could get 
her lunch only when her emplover 
was out snatching his sandwich and 
coffee—with the result that she, too, 
developed the unhealthful habit of

Now this is all wrong for any girl, 
particularly a chorus beauty. How 
Virginia ever came through two years 
of this and still kept charming, I 
cannot explain. But it was certain 
that she couldn’t stand the pace in 
her new career of popular beauty— 
SO we arranged to have a halt called 
on this habit. The southern girl, 
who had first warned us, was made a 
sort of deputy-warden of Virginia’s 
meals, she even took up her residence 
in Virginia’s apartment to make sure 
that her chorus chum did not slump 
back into fast eating. 

‘Thirty minutes for each meal,” 
was the specific instruction . daily 
from her watchful friend, and it was 
vigorously enforced. The result was 
that a charming girl who might have 
lost her beauty within a year is now 
every bit as charming and radiant 
three years later as she was when 
she first left secretarial work for the 
stage. 

Another important rule of conduct 
for the girl anxious to maintain her 
beauty is: 

“Laugh heartily at least twenty 
times a day.” 

At first this may seem to be ridicu- 
lous, but it is not. Beauty and mirth 
on the stage go hand in hand. The 
world doesn’t love a serious, sober 
beauty half as much as the one who 
is a burst of sunshine and merry 
laughter. I am aware that some 
beauties consider it altogether’ too 
common to laugh heartily, but I think 
they will find that it is the girl with 
a great fund of real hilarity who 
stays longest in the race. Frequent 
laughter does more than merely exer- 
cise certain muscles of the face and 
forestall premature lines of age. It 
imparts a brilliancy and alertness 
to the eyes which are most desirable 
in the preservation of beauty. 


Beauties Mast Laugh. 

We have heard a great deal from 
William James, the 
about “the will to believe,” and dur- 
tng the war we heard much of the 
German theory of “the will to win.” 
There is a theory of the stage which’ 
might similarly be described as “the 
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psychologist, |

will to laugh.” "The beauty who 
hopes to prolong. her reign of charm 
and popularity should develop it. | 


If she has “the will to laugh” ‘she 
can seem merry even if her heart is 


not at that moment joyful. The life 
of a chorus beauty, of course, is just 
as subject .to . alterations. .between 
sunshine and shadows as the life of 
anyone else. Perhaps she is even 
more likely to have “moods,” for she 
is often a tempermental creature. 
But whatever the gloom in her heart, 
she cannot appear anything but care- 
free and happy in the glare of the 
footlights. 

I wéll remember the pathetic case 
of a certain beauty from one of the 
far western states who was playing 
in New York a few years ago For

show. Beginning merely as one. of 
the chorus—and an ordinary sort of 
pretty girl, at that—she had gradual- 
ly enchanted her beauty and person- 
ality by hard work and study to the 
point where she was chorus leader. 
As such she lead the intricate dance 
evolutions of the whole: line of fasci- 
nating girls And most important of 
ali she léad.them in laughter 


How the girl developed her marve- 
lous facility of winning praise by her 


smiles and laughter, { had never 
known. Then suddenly one night the 
secret was: revealed under- circum- 
stances so dramatic, so tragic, that 
those behind the scenes were choked 
with emotion. 

It was a rainy, dreary night out- 
side. The audience, which had been

gathering pasty that evening, was ole uae 


one of those friendly, sympathetic 


' “houses,” so popular with stage folks. 


It was what we call a “cold house,” 
and even the rollicking opening num- 
bers failed to elicit from it the cor- 
dial feeling of approval, which per- 
formers are quick to sense and take 
as encouragement. 

Here and there about the house 
could be noted clumps and. blotks of 
spectators sitting as impassive as 
stone lions. They simply watched— 
without either sound or expression of 
the face Not even the girlish laugh- 
ter of the “Sunshine Queen” could 
melt these cold spots in the audience 
into an apparent form of approval. 
Nothing is so deadening to a perform- 
ance. The first curtain rang down 
on a very discouraged lot of princi- 
pals and chorus. 


The Pluck of Beauty. 


Was this a foreboding of things to 
come? As the chorus beauties dash- 
ed to their dressing-rooms to change 
their gay costumes for others, the 
stage-door man whispered to the di- 
rector and placed in his hand a yel- 
low envelope It was a telegram for 
the girl they called the “Sunshine 
Queen.” It was sent at once to her 
dressing-room from whence a moment 
later a girlish shriek and muffled 
sobbing that told only too plainly of 
bad news. A moment later, word 
went around the stage like wild fire 
that the mother of the “Sunshine 
Queen” had died suddenly in their lit- 
tle western home while on the point 
of coming east to see her daughter 
play. 

I do not believe that in all that 
land there was any girl who loved her 
mother with more touching devotion 
than this chorus beauty who got the 
telegram that night. Neither was 
there any braver woman nor one 
more loyal to her art and fellows. 
Nothing could keep her off the stage 
that night.. With a toss of her beauti- 
ful head she flung the tears from her 
merry air for the entrance of the 
eyes and smiled bravely as she took 
up her station in the wings. “The 
show’s got to go on,” was all she said 
and as the orchestra struck up the 
chorus, the “Sunshine Queen” was 
seen to brace herself and smile. 

You may call it hysterics if you 
choose, but I call it superb nerve and 
a powerful -will,for it is a matter of 
“Sunshine Queen” 
danced and sang and laughed that 
night as she had never done before. 
The effect on the audience was elec- 
trical in its swiftness. Even theco!d 
spots which had so. deadened “the 
house” came to life and burst into 
spontaneous applause as the lithe 
figure of the little beauty whirled 


the chorus line merrily across the 


stage and back again to the rollicking 
pom-pom of the music and the ring- 
ing bursts of their own infectious 
laughter 

Encored again and again, always 
responding with a face of joy, this 
beauty with “the will to laugh” drove 
herself before that audience and car- 
ried through to a brilliant finish a 
performance which had bidden fair 
to be a failure. And as the curtain 
fell, the “Sunshine Queen” sank faint- 
ing into the wings. 

No, it is no eagy life, the work of 
being a stage beauty It takes rather 
more courage, stamina and perse- 
verance, I would venture, than is usu- 
ally required in ordinary occupations 
of young American girls. It takes 
oe @ Teal devotion to one’s 
art. 


Beauties and Hobbies. 


The beauty who desires to remain 
a beauty—on the stage or off it—will 
find out that she must include in her 
course of training many divers ~ules. 
It is not merely a matter of keeping 
in good physical condition. She must 
be fit mentally as well. 

It is as important for her to have 
a hobby and relax her mind from her 
daily work, as it is for her to skip 
rope or take setting up exercises to 
keep her figure in perfect condition. 

“What hobbies do chorus girls 
frequently turn to?” I am asked. 

There was a girl on the New York 
stage who used to keep a note book 
with her and jot down little happen- 
ings of the rehearsals and the per 
formances. She studied human na- 
ture as it reveals itself in all sorts of 
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Three well-known chorus of the Midnight F 
Vanes Vato, in, Wis = 


circumstances. Sometimes a humor- 
ous thing would strike her, or again 
it might be a pathetic incident. This 
girl would make a note of her im- 
pressions, and later write them up in 
a diary form. It was good mental re- 
laxation—the kind of change she 
needed from dancing, laughing and 
singing of day after: day. It also 
proved to be good experience, for in 
later years when this particular 
beauty grew too old for the stage she 
got a job on a daily paper as a re- 
porter. 

Collette Ryan of the Follies is a dog 
fancier in spare time. She has raised 
some very valuable Belgian police 
dogs in recent years. Another girl, 
Olive Osborne, seeks relaxation in 
pastelle painting. She has become so 
proficient with her crayons and pas- 
telle pad that she can sketch off a 
colored caricature in very short or- 
der. One of them, as I recall it, 
hangs in a theater in New York. And 
so it goes; some of the chorus beau- 
ties have rather bizarre hobbies, and 
some take their recreation in very 
simple form, such as ridirg on the 


Fifth avenue busses or driving abovt~ 


the parks in their own machines. 
Since the war we have noticed that 
sewing and knitting have been on 
the increase. It is an actual] fact that 
this makes it mach easies to rehearse 
chorus beauties. 

Before the war there was a great 
deal of nervousness and fidgeting in 
any group of fifty chorus girls, either 
trying out for the chorus or rehears- 
ing for the show itself. They lacked 
composure and were apt to skylark. 
Often they become rather unman- 
ageable. But today the directors 
find more of the. girls working off 
their extra spirits in some useful lit- 
tle hobby such as sewing, knitting, 
crocheting or sketching—and re- 
hearsals run more smoothly... More- 
over, the girls who follow some defi- 
nite method of relaxation preserve 
their beauty longer than those who 
do not. 


Symmetry of the Figure. 


“How do you keep your weight 
down, Mary?” I heard one show girl 
say to another in the wings one night. 

“TI go up to the Neptune pool every 
noon, an nour aftei breakfast, and 
swim a quarter of a mile,” wag the 
answer. 

It was a sensible plan and one that 
is sOmetimes used to great advan- 
rage by the “show girl” type who does 
not get so much exercise in re- 
hearsals as her sister types, “the 
pony” and the “ballet.” The main 
function of the “show girl,” as her 
name implies, is to show off or dis- 
play beautiful gowns. She may be 
neither a clever dancer nor a fine 
singer, but she has rare beauty and 
hearing. or, as the French have it, 
“maintein.” 

It is the “show girl” who delights 
particularly the feminine portion of 
the audience. She is always marvel- 
ously tailored or gowned and bejew- 
eled, and her motions on the stage 
are often confined merely to a rhyth- 
mic stroll or gentle dance to the mu< 
sic. With her, therefore, the matter 
of weight control is generally a more 
serious one than with the dancers 
who get a great jeal of quite violent 
exercise day in and day out. 

Swimming, then, or indeed any oth- 
er sport which tends to develop or 
maintain symmetry of the body is 
a desirable part of the training of 
a chorus beauty. Rope-skipping is 
another valuable exercise. 

The three girls skipping rope 
whose pictures are shown on this 
page are exceller.* examples of the 
benefit of this form of training to 
keep beautiful. 

Perle Eaton, a blonde dancing girl 
from Norfolk, Va., has been declared 
by physical culture experts to pos- 
sess an almost perfect figure. As 
an aid to beauty, Miss Eaton has 
formed the invariable habit of tak- 
ing rope-skipping exercises three 


times a day in 12-minute periods. In™ 


addition to ordinary daily baths, she 
takes a Turkish bath twice a week. 

Addie Rolfe, who came originally 
from Norway, is an example of the 
blonde type of Scandinavian-Amer- 
ican which has furnished so many 
charming girls to the American stage. 
As an expert dancer of considerable 
experience, she relies upon rope- 
skipping plus regular morning “set- 
ting-up” exercises to keep herself in 
good physical ‘rim. Incidentally, 
Miss Rolfe is one of the increasing 
number of girls who enter the ranks 
of the beauty chorus for sheer love 
of dancing, With her father, who is 

a famous collector of botanical speci- 
pe be she has traveled widely 
throughout Europe and South Amer- 
ica; but dancing is. her passion and 
she stoutly mainteins that she would 
rather spend her time at the hard 
work of a chorus career than in trav- 


eling or any other occupation in the . 


world.

American audiences and to act as 
an inspiration for our producers. 
“The Golem” is a medieval ro- 
mance of Jewry done with rare 
imaginative skill and fine feeling. 
The photoplay is based in part nm 
a novel by Guetav Meyrink, a r-. 
man movelist who has used the 
myth of the Golem in a popular 
novel of the same name. The Golem 
is a curious figure from the demon- 
ology of middle Europe which still 
figures in the folk-lore of many of 
the Balkan peoples. There is no 
exact equivalent for it in Anglo- 
Saxon mythology, but the Golem 
may be looked upon as a kind of 
good-natured giant who is the slave 
of man when well treated, but who 
can also become a source of terror. 
Aceording to the myth he ig an 
inert figure of clay which can be 
brought to life at certain propitious 
times by means of secret formulas 
and incantations. The formula must 
be placed in his breast under a 
star which holde it in place. 

At the same time the idea of a 
Golem ig more than a piece of 
childish fancy. because it visualizes 
a problem which for a long time 
captivated the imagination of man- 
kind. In all times and places men 
have occupied themselves with the 
problem of artificially creating;a 
man whom they could bring to life. 
The story of Prometheue making 
men of clay and breathing fire into 
them to make them live is really 
a world-wide myth which died very 
late in the middle ages in the ef- 
fort to create a homunculus or lit- 
tle man, a problem with which 
Goethe allowed his Faust to occu- 
py himself. And who shall say 
that the myth is entirely dead even 
today? Are not our modern bio- 
logical laboratories trying to create 
the living cell with the new re- 
sources of biochemistry? 

The Plot. 


It was inevitable that such a fig- 
ure should lend itself to what be- 
came half a folk story and half.a 
tradition. As a myth it was further 
enriched in human values by the 
element of retribution that became 
attached to it. 
create a man outside of the proc- 
esses of nature was properly con- 
sidered, presumptuous. So that the 
added attribute of the Golem in be- 
coming a destructive force which 
could turn and destroy its creator 
is well motivated by the natural 
pity of man, 

In the plot of our photopjay the 
Golem serves a double purpose. He 
is the champion of the oppressed 
Jews, coming to their aid in their 
hour of distress and symbolizing 
both their helplessness and their 
latent power. He is both the hero 
and the villain of the story, since 
he both saves the Jews and threat- 
ens them with destruction. He is 
overcome as a symbol of brute force 
by the power of innocence and love, 
but even in his prostrate immensity 
he remains a warning against un- 
just oppression since he is always 
the Golem who can be brought to 
life again should the need arise. 

At the opening of the story, the 
emperor takes a fancy to extermi- 
nate the Jewish ghetto and _ he 
therefore sends his envoy, Sir Flo- 
rian, to the rabbi of the Jewry of 
medieval Prague with an edict an- 
nouncing his decision. The envoy 
falls in love with the rabbi’s daugh- 
ter Miriam, to the vehement disap- 
proval of the rabbi and his appren- 
tice, who is in love with her him- 
self. 

Meanwhile the rabbi, having 
evoked Astarte and other spirits of 
earth and having obtained from 
them the necessary magic formula, 
has brought his creature of clay, 
the Golem, to life. He decides in 
response to the emperor’s command 
for entertainment, to take the Go- 
lem to the emperor. In the midst 
of the splendors of the medieval

monstrous creature. The huge pon- 
derous shape and movement of the 
Golem causes an atmosphere omi- 
nous and slightly terrifying. The 
rabbi starts to reveal the history of 
the Jews by evoking a vision of 
their trials and wanderings. But 
first he utters a warning that no 
word, no laughter must disturb the 
magic spell. In the midst of the 
vision, juét as Ahasuerus, the-wan- 
dering Jew, stands out from the pro- 
cession, there is a burst of laughter 
from the court. The laughter swells 
in* provoking, insolent gusts, Aha- 
suerus steps meses out of.the 
vision into the, throng. Walis 
¢erash, cinders, dust and crumbling 
stones fall about the court. The 
emperor promises freedom and safe- 
ty to the Jews if he be saved. At 
his master’s command the Golem 
cteps forward and receives 
crumbling roof on his shoulders, 
thus saving the emperor. Returning 
again to the ghetto, the Golem 
shows signs of disobedience, but the 
rabbi snatches the magic star of 
life from his breast and the monster 
topples to the floor, once more @ 
mass of clay. 
Would Destroy Rival. 


The Golem’s force of destruction 
is unleashed when the rabbi'’s ap- 
prentice brings the monster to life 
in order to destroy Sir Fiorian 
whom the jealous apprentice » has 
discovered locked with Miriam in 
her chamber. But when the Golem 
has smashed through the door and 
has hurled Sir Florian from the 
tower he cannot be made to obey 
the apprentice again—he remembers 
the odor of the rose dangled before 
him by a girl at the emperor’s pal- 
ace and is awake to the fairness of 
Miriam. His terrible stony face (a 
masterpiece of make-up) takes on 
an expression at once foolish and 
ferocious as he slowly moves to- 
ward her. She flees and lumber- 
ingly he pursues, overtakes her and 
drags her unconscious by her hair 
through the streete as though the 
elements and man were his play- 
things, The scene where the mon- 
ster stalks along trailing the woman 
as if she were a bedraggled doll 
is a remarkable instance of achiev- 
ing reality out of the unreal. The 
Golem, breaking into the streets of 
the Ghetto, comes uwpon a group of 
children. One of them, a little girl, 
with a childish, innocent gesture of 
curfosity reaches for the shining 
magic star that holds the secret of 
the Golem’s breath of life. The Go- 
lem, half nonplussed, half charmed 
by the child’s audacity, allows her 
to pluck it out. Whereupon his 
eyes close and he falls earthward, 
lifeless as a boulder, upon which the 
children gather to play. 
Photography Excellent. 


Photographicaliy the fim is sig- 
nificant especially for its use of 
scenery to enhance the mood and 
progress of the story. The photog- 
rapher has chosen characteristic 
bits of Prague and has been espe- 
cially adept in his use of medieval 
sky lines, of sinuous old world city 


ljwalls winding up to bell .towers, 


of dark streets showing jagged bits 
of sky from beneath the projecting 
eves of the Ghetto houses. The de- 
tail of the photography of the scen- 
ery shows the greatest care. When 
there is an expanse of sky above the 
gate of the Ghetto that sky always 
shows a cloud formation that is pic- 
torially significant... The roof lines 
of the medieval street at night are 
treated realisticafly with no blur- 
ring or altered fowus manipulation. 
Crowd scenes, particularly the pour- 
ing along the Ghetto streets of an 
eitated populace, are dramatically 
handled. ~ Hspecial praise is due the 
scene in which the rabbi evokes As- 
tarte and the earth spirits. Light- 
ning flashes, globes -of light: and 
fire travel in the atmosphere as the 
rabbi makes his prayers, and the ju- 
dicious use of close-up flashes of 
him and his apprentice intensifies 
the horror of the scene. The blend- 
ing of the biblical pageant with the 
court scene is also an extraordi- 
nary bit of craftsmanship. 

In “The Golem” there is no at- 
tempt to prolong facial display of 
action, nevertheless in the_ brief 
facial flashes, extremes of feeling 
are unerringly realized... This .is 
especially true of the sparsely used 
close-ups of the Rabbi, played by 
Albert Steinrueck, of Lydia Salmon- 
Ova as Miriam and of Paul Wege- 
the impersona- 
which character is an 
achievement. Ponderous, awesome, 
terrifying as the clay monster is 
represented to be, his impersonator 
contrives to suggest his wistful de- 
sire to be a human “? t9 amon 
other humans, to taste of love an 
companionship. This puzzled, semi- 
human concept of the. monster is 
made apparent especially at the 
court where one of the emperor’s 
ladies present the Golem with a 
flower and also at the conclusion of 
the film when the monster is van- 
quished by the guilelessness of a 
child. 

Less significant in its use of pure 
form than “The Cabinet of Dr. Cali- 
gari,” “The Golem” makes a dis- 
tinct contribution to cinegraphy in 
its realistic treatment of a legend- 
ary subject. The resources of the 
camera are found sufficient with a 
minimum of manipulation to sug- 
est the Ag of the medieval 

hetto, the terror inspired by a 
clay monster coming to life, the 
doom-like transformation of the 
vision of Ahasuerus into reality, the 
strange movement of a narrative in 
which mythical figures move in a 
historical setting. : 

The fine production deserves the 
closest study. It is surpassed only 
by “The Cabinet of DrevCaligari” as 
an example of pure art in terms of 
cinegraphy.

I risked having my hair torn owt

“You're not an actress any more; 
you don’t have to do those things. 
Why risk getting yourself all scar- 
red and battered up?” 

But in asking this they forgot 
that now that I am a writer I must 
have something to write about. 
What are a woman's feelings under 
extreme stress? To know this was 
‘vitally important to one striving to 
put life on the screen. My own ex- 
istence had flowed along with com- 
parative smoothness and I felt that 
there wete depths in feminine na- 
ture that I had far from probed. 

I asked M. Cecil B. deMille to 
let me fight Miss Farrar. We were 
told to fight—and we did fight. The 
Pain of the hair pulling, the read- 
ing of garmen‘ts made us both for- 
t camera, picture and every- 
thing the heat of combat. I felt 
all the fury of such an experience 
and so did the star. We went 
through precisely the psychology 
of every woman in the grip of tre- 
mendous anger. I learned just how

For drama is a closely woven mesh 
of’ many impressions s0 subtly 
drawn together that they form a 
cohesive whole, an interesting story 
to which all the elements contribute 
something vitel.

Like many secrets, the secret of 
the good photograph is, after ail, 
rather simple, when you know it. 
The thing is to know it. and I am 
here going to give my personal ex-~ 
perience, as well as certain facts 
about photography learned through

round and rosy, and even if you 
did have the suggestion of a dou- 
ble chin, #t certainly was not as 
bad as that! 

So, first let me impress two of 
the simplest truths about photog- 
raphy, so at misrepresentations 
like that will not occur again. The 
rosier cheeks are in real life the 
hollower they appear on paper, for 
the color red always photographs 
black. By the same token, if you 
are inclined to plumpness under the 
chin, take any ordinary dry rouge 
run the rouge puff under the chin, 
from about two inches below the 
ear on each side, or where the full- 
ness starts. You will have a broad 
collar of red, which may appear 
strange to you, but this red will 
create a shadow or hollow, under 
the chin, where the double chin has 
been. 

Now, another hint—the rouge 
puff can be used On any part of 
the face for the same reason; on 
the cheek bones, if they are high; 
on the eyelids, if the eyes are pro- 
truding, and even on the sides of 
the nose, if it is broad, or flat. 
Don't be alarmed if your phetog- 
rapher raises his han in protest. 
If he has ever photographed an ac- 
tor, he will understand. If he hasn't, 
he will learn an invaluable’ lesson. 

I would not Hike my readers to 
gain the impression that screen 
actresses are not jbeautiful, and 
that they depend on this artificial 
method to make them appear so, 
The fact that the camera does not 
faithfully reproduce the delicate 
shadings and mouldings of the face, 
and in order to make it do the face 
justice these shadings and con- 
tours must be accentuated. Many 


of our screen actresses are even ‘ 


lovelier off the screen than on, be- 
cause their certain beauty cannot 
be entirely caught by the camera. 

I proceed in this way, when mak- 
ing up for a photograph. First, I 
pin my hair back tightly from my 
face. Then 1 apply as good cold 
cream, wiping it off thoroughly. 
Next I rub in a coating of grease 
paint. You can buy this in any 
drug store. Numbers 1 and 11-2 
are the best tints. Over the grease 
paint, a smooth covering of powder 
is patted on with the powder puff, 

be sure to pat it in well. Then 
brush lightly with a camel's hair 
or ordinary bahy brugh. e« 

Mascaro can be purchased in any 
drug store. When applying, run 
the brush from the inside to the edge 
of the eyelashes, and hold back 
against the lid for a moment.

A Factor in Diversified Farming

You may remark: “Well, you have 
written and spoken that broad as- 
sértion oft-timés.” My reply is: 
“Yes; that is true, and I purpose to 
keep that statement of inéontro- 
vertible fact constantly before the 
people; for it is a record of which 
all Georgians should be very proud. 
Besides, that kind of reliable infor- 
mation can not fall to exert an in- 
spiring influence on the thinking, 
wide-awake, farmers of today. The 
mén who made the record of the fif- 
ties. on the farms of this state pro- 


They had cattle on every hill-top 
and in every valley, and all over 
the plains. They had home-orchards 
of the choicest fruit. They had a 
system of Engilish—classical schools 
which made a lasting impression on 
the character and quality of our cit- 
izenship. The cotton they produced 
was.notabdly a surplus, money, crop.”

milk and take home the skim milk 
which the management will be glad 
to give for the asking up to the time 
that it dawns upon said management 
that cottage cheese may be made of 
skim or separator milk; that well 
made cottage cheese will speedily 
win for itself a responsive market. 

Skim or separator milk holds for 
every up to date farmer a policy of 
profit. He should have a bunch of 
pigs, either pure bred—not fancy, 
grade or plain domestic stock, he 
can feed them with the miik and 
wheat bran. 

The thought, which runs through 
this referénce to co-operative 
dairying for profit, contemplates 


that the management will not open 
a “milk shop” in competition with 
loca] dairymen who supply = their 
customers with whole milk, morning 
and evening, but will manufacture 
butter, and, later, cottage cheese. 
You see, they will make butter out 
of pure cream—dalily turned out by 
the separator. It may be on ac- 
count of a lack of suitable food 
stuff on some of the farms, from 
which milk is delivered, the butter 
may be rather light; needs to be col- 
ored, The coloring. can be added 
without tnjury to the. butter or the 
consumer.

faction to a dweller in what seems 
nowadays to be called the hinter-.

“It will not be out of place to 
remark. that the aacounts which 
have been given of the represente-

lik: Madame Bovary, found it as 
tiresome as matrimony. She goes 
right away with her young planter 
from Malay despite her mother-in- 
law’s alarming example. The sec- 
ond modern thing is their love- 
making, which consists of such en- 
dearments as would be exchanged 
between two schoolboys 14, ex- 
ceedingly fond of each other, but 
desperately afraid of pretty words. 
In the old days, of course, Lady 
Kitty’sa dyed-red hair, the assum- 
ed magnanimity of her priggigh 
young husband and the wiles of 


her own sense of propriety would 
have folded her into her husband's 
@rms_in the last act, as éven Ibsen 
managed most psychologically to 
arrange in “The Lady From the 
Sea” and even Bernard Shaw did 
in “Candida.” And still, it fe a 
very traditional drama and pleas- 
ant enough.

Mr. Maugham very stingily kept 
his three acts in one room, even 
when he was obliged to strain the 
probabilities pretty badly to ac- 
complsh it—‘Don’t leave.

TIME~TO DISARM. 
While conceding that “most 
questions have two sides,” J. R. 
Phillips, a prominent attorney of 


Louisville, Ga., in an illuminating 


article appearing in the current 
issue of The Louisville News and 
Farmer, maintains that the propo- 
sition “that the great nations of 
the earth should, by mutual agree- 
ment, gradually reduce their 
armies and navies to a minimum 
is one-sided and foreclosed.” 
He argues that “war, like slav- 
ery, is a relic of barbarism;” and 
it is “unthinkable,” he says— 
“That men made in the image of 
their Maker, and living under the 
white light of Christian civilzation, 
should continue to train their sons 
and make them expert in the say- 
age art of killing other men’s sons.” 
With the exceptions of “greed 
and selfishness,” he says, “every 
consideration of human interest 
demands that any agency contrib- 
tig to warfare be destroyed;” 
and, aside from the human and 
moral element involved, viewing 
the matter of war and prepared- 
ness for war “from the low plane 
of monetary cost,” he presents an 
array of statistics calculated to 
4.1ke an impression upon the mind 
of even the most callous “antr 
pacifist.” : 
‘He quotes a statement recently 
made by The Sunday School 
Times to the effect that— 
“Of every ten dollare of public revye- 
nue raised in the United States 
since the formation of the govern- 
ment, nine have been expended in 
paying war_debts and in maintain- 
ing our military and naval equip- 
ment, and only one on interna] im- 
provements and other peaceful ex~ 
penses of government.” ae 
Also, he shows, the battleship 
Georgia, launched in 1901, cost, 
including its armament and equip- 
ment— 
“More than the state of Georgia jad 
appropriated up to that time, since 
the civil war to the education of her 
sons and daughters, including al) 
pwdlic school funde and all appro- 
rriations to the ugiversity and its 
branches.”

ment program for the year. 

“We are duoing about $2,500,000 
worth of road work this month 
(July),” said the engineer.

Its economic value from the 
standpoint of providing work for 
thousands of men who otherwise 
would’ be idle, thus minimizing 
the problem of unemployment—to 
say nothing of the physical in- 
trinsic value of the highway de- 
velopment of itself—is tremen- 
dous.

I made further tests at home for the 
family table; then ceased feeding 
cotton meal. My four cows gave an 
abundance of the best and yellowest 
milk. The butter yield was al] that 
could be desired in quality and in 
quantity. The cows were fed on 
wheat bran mixed with cut-up pea- 
vines or other first class hay. In 
wihter, we added boiled cow peas 
to the ration. In summer, green 
stuff was cut up and mixed with 
wheat bran. Wach cow was given 
four pounds of wheat bran mixed 
with five or six pounds of 
cut hay or forage. This was 
thoroughly dampened, not made 
sloppy, and fed the cows twice 
a day. At night. each cow was 
given a good ration of choice hay. 
The cows had access to pure water; 
their feed was mived with pure wa- 
ter. A tablespoonful of table salt 
bce added to each tub of mixed 
eed. -

exactly, the old, familiar lack of cordiality and mutual confidence’ be- 
tween the two nations, recerftly allied against Germany, has produced 
another “incident,” another question.” In point of fact not even the 
“question” is now important in itself, since it relates to upper Silesia. 
Out of the incident, however, grows a demand, on both sides of the 
chanpel, but particularly in Paris, for a general liquidation. 

, As it stands today the French and British are at odds almost 
everywhere, over Upper Silesia, oyer the whole Near Eastern problem 
from Palestine to Constantinople, over the awe along the Rhine, 


over the wider question of how Germany s 


ll be treated. There is 


nothing new in such differences of opinion, on the contrary, they Have 
become well-nigh chronic. Yet it is plain that a new note is creeping 
into the discussion, a note of bitterness which hints, at least, at a final 


break between the two nations. 


Feeling of Resentment 


Has Risen in France. 

If you study the French press ever 
#6 littie, in these recent days, if you 
read the Paris correspondence of 
#0 well-informed a newspaper as 
The Journal de Geneve, you will 
easily discover that there is rap- 
idly coming to the surface in 
France a feeling of resentment and 
bitterness, which can lead to the 
gravest copsequences. When Joan 
Herbette, in the semi-official 
Temps frankly asserts that Britain 
is playing the German game against 
the French, supporting Germany 
against France, a measure of the 
breach is available. 

In this situation and from many 
quarters in Brance comes the in- 
sistent demand that Anglo-French 
rélations be placed upon a stable 
basis. From the point of view of 
the French all the concessions, all 
the sacrifices, made to preserve 
peace within the entente and spe- 
cifically within the Anglo-French 
alliance, have been mad@q at the ex- 
pense of France. Everywhere it has 
been France which has been called 
upon to resign a claim to satisfy 
a British policy. And France, is 
frankty tired of yielding. 

For weeks the British have been 
pressing the French to meet them 
at one more of the endless confer- 
ences which have followed the Paris 
gathering which made peace—or at- 
tempted to—a conference to deal 
with the ever-acute Upper Silesian 
affair. And the French, on their 
part, have avoided fixing a date, 
because the French do not desire 
to discuss the Upper Silesian affair 
alone. They,yare anxious that there 
should be placed upon the green ta- 
ble everyone of the dozen or two 
matters on which Paris and Lon- 
don disagree and a transaction ar- 
ra d, . 


France and Britain 
Should Make Bargains. 


Obviously such a_i transaction 
could not be at the expense of 
France alone, as most of the bar- 
gains made at the several confer- 
ences have been, If France should 
be compelled to yield in Upper Si- 
lesia or on the Rhine, Britain would 
have to make similar ‘sacrifices in 
the Near East. What the French 
have in mind is a general bargain 
such as, in 1904 terminated long 
years of “pinpricking” and bicker- 
ing over Egypt, the Sudan, West 
Africa, Slam and Morocco. A policy 
of give and take, French conces- 
stones in the case of Egyptian claims, 
British surrender in the matter of 
Moroccan pretensions brought 
France and Britain to a better mu- 
tual relation than they had occu- 
pied ever in their long history of 
neighborly quarreling. 

The recent proposal of the French 
to eend a fresh division to Upper 
Silesia, which has led to very bitter 


comment on both sides of the chan- 
nel, was only one more indication 


of the French determination to ae- 
sert their own views. France fears 
all conferences between prime min- 
isters because so far Lloyd-George 
hae had the better of them all. He 
has ruined Clemenceau, Leyzues; 
he almost upset Millerand, when the 
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present president was prime minis- 
ter, and yielded to the Georgian 
spell. At the moment Briand’s hold 
is very insecure, because of his 
submission to many Georgian pro- 
posals, 

The truth is that France is hurt 
in two waye by the long series of 
Anglo-French disputes. In the first 
Place, as I have said, the French 
see each dispute finally adjusted in 
accordance with British ideas and 
at the material expense of French 
interests. In the second place they 
see France rapidly being put in a 
subordinate position to Britain all 
over the world, becoming a second 
power, once more wholly dominat- 
ed by British etatesmanship and 
dipfomacy. 

Press and People 

Demand Some Action. 

In this situation the French press 
and not a few French public men 
of whom ex-President Poincare is 
only the most conspicuous, are de- 
manding that their government do 
one of two things, either obtain 
treatment for France based upon 


a recognition of equality, or else 
put an end to the Anglo-French 


partnership and proceed to act in- 
dependently. The growth of this 
sentiment, unmistakable in recent 
months, has produced a situation 
in which it is no exaggeration to 
say that the Anglo-French entente 
is in graver danger than at any mo- 
ment since the close of the war.: _ 
Underlying all else is, the unmis- 
takable diversity of interest which 
separate the two nations. Britain 
wants the German market and does 
not fear the German military power, 
knowing that the navy cannot be 
reconstructed and thus become a 
fresh menace to Great Britain in the 


lifetime of anyone now on earth. 
The German colonies are, in the 
main, safely within the British em- 
pire, British harbors hold most of 
the merchant marine of the Ger- 
man empire. What is of utmost im- 
portance to Britain now is the res- 
toration of the world markets for 
British production—and first of all 
the vitally important German mar- 
ket. ‘ 

France wants sé@curity, reckons 
her security as attainable only as 
Germany is held in perpetual men- 
ace, menace from France on the 
west, from Poland on the east. The 
German market counts nothing for 
France. by contrast. Next, France 
wants reparations, if she cannot get 
them directly she can have them by 
the simple device of moving her vic- 
torious army over the Rhine into 
the Ruhr. She wants coal and she 
is getting it, but getting it from 
Germany, not from Britain. 


Unemployment Figures 
Show British Problem. 


You can obtain a measure of what 
the present problem means for the 
British and the French by compar- 
ing the figures of unemployment. 
In Britain until very recently the un- 
employed have numbered over 
3,000,000. In France the figure has 
never approached 100,000. The mere 
transfer of French coal importa- 
tions from Britain to Germany was 
the main cause in the recent and 
disastrous British coal strike. 
Henceforth, for years France will 
receive all the coal she needs from 
Germany on the reparations ac- 
count and British coal exports will 
be correspondingly diminished. The 
same is true measurably so far as 
Italy is concerned. 

Thus the single detail of the pay- 


reparations in coal has wrought im- 
measurable harm to. the British 
cme + ype ts A If, by chance, France 
should ultimately occupy the Ruhr, 
not only would British coal trade 
eontinue to suffer, but with the iron 
fileds of Lorraine and the coal 
fields of the Ruhr in her hands, 
France would become a very dan- 
gerous competitor of the British in 
the steel and iron industry. 

All of British policy is compre- 
hended today in the effort to re- 
store the markets of the world in 


which Britain has been supreme and 
without which large numbers of the 
British population must starve or 
migrate. But France has a totally 
different problem.*She can prac- 
tically feed her own population on 
the production of her own fields 
and her nearby African colonies. 
She is not a great industrial nation 
and therefore suffers less from the 
world paralysis. The German mar- 
ket is not by any means as impor- 
tant in her eyes as security from @ 
new Ger n attack:

unquestionable Polish rights in this, 
region even at the risk of demol-*‘ 
mere the Anglo-French alliance. 

ritish policy here, as everywhere 
is quite clear. If the coal mines 
go to Poland then the German eco- 
nomic situation will be further im- 
paired. What is even more serious 
is the: fact that<«the present Ger- 
man government can hardly sur- 
vive any unfavorable solution of 
the Upper Silesian mess and the 
fall of the present government 
would unquestionably mean the re- 
turn of junker elements and involve 
fresh German resistances to repara- 
tions conditions and—in a word, re- 
store all the old, evil situation 
which preceded the German sur- 
render to the reparations terms in 
May. Revolution, coming from the 
right or the left, resistance to 
France resulting in further repri- 
sals, resulting in the end in the 
occupation of the Ruhr by the 
French army, this is what the Brit- 
ish see, if Silesia goes back to Po- 
land in large part. 

The British are thus wiWing to 
turn the Poles of Upper Silesia 
back to the Germans as other Brit- 
ish governments were. willing’ to 
turn the Christian populations of 
the Balkans back to the Turk, in 
the last century, because the alter- 
native was an international quar- 
rel which was bound to be disad- 
vantageous to British interests. But 
the French. for’ whom the Poli¢h 
army is a solid guarantee against 
new German attacks, will not aban- 
don Poland, their ally. 


French Have Power 


To Enforce Policies. 

The fundamental difficulty in the 
situation lies in the fact that the 
French, in the last analysis, -pos- 
sess the power to carry out their 
own policy. If, for example, Briand 
fell and Poincare came in, 


the British could restrain the 
French from action on the Rhine. 
So far Lloyd-George, by his su- 
preme skill in private, conversations, 
has been able to persuade one 
Frenchman after another to whth- 
hold his hand, even when such a 
course spelled political in for 
himself, because of Frenck public 
sentiment. But it is clear that this 
sort of thing cannot go on indefi- 
nitely. 

The more the situation is studied 
the plainer becomes the fact that 
there is no common basis of in- 
terests out of which a common 
policy of action could result. French 


and British interests are not only 
opposed now, they have been in con- 
flict ever ‘since the armistice, and 
so far @s one can see they must re- 
main in conflict for a long time to 
come. And for much of this time 
France will be able, if she once 
decides to take her fortune in her 
own hand, to impose her wih upon 
Germany. 

The balance of power in Europe is 


for the time being a memory. Lloyd-

Lioyd-George has rather by skill 
than by force imposed British policy 
upon the continent, upon the French 
and the Italians, quite as much as 
upon the Germans. It has been a 
triumph of personal finesse hardly 
equaled in recent history, perhaps 
never rivaled. It goes far to explain 
why Lloyd-George hag survived de- 
spite all the domestic afflictions of 
his country. 

But thesttrouble with all of his suc- 
cesses has been that they have been 
at best ephemeral. No question has 
been settled. on danger permanently 
exercised, what has happened is *hat 
one crisis after another had been 
temporarily glossed over, the day of 
reckoning postponed. Unhappily 
this has resulted in the accumula- 
tion of unsettled. problems. More- 
over, since every postponement has 
represented a triumph for the Brit- 
ish point of view, it has also resul*- 
in a corresponding increase in the 
resentment of the French nation. 


Open Alliance 
Urged in England.

The contest between the re- | 
sults of British and of French 
statesmanship are too striking, the 
deadly iterat of British successes 
in-one after another of the inter- 
national gatherings has led the 
French to the point where they re- 
gard a “conversation” with Lioyd- 
George as a French defeat even be- 
fore it has taken place. Hence 
Briand has, in the last instance, and 
with general French approval, has 
steadily avoided going to confer- 
ence over the Silesian question. 

But can the British make the nec- 
essary concessions? This is the real 
question. Obyfously the terms. or 
any ~bargain, and they have been 
frequently mentioned in Paris news-| 
Papers, include a free hand for 
France on the continent in return 
for granting a free hand to Britain 
in the Near.East. France will cease 
to back the Turk against the Greek, 
Britain will: stop supporting the 
German against the Pole.

In Monthly Business Review 


Unemployment, Housing Costs, Continued Liquida- 
tion and Restoration of Confidence, Feature State- 
ment by Head of Big Credit Association. 


BY J. H. TREGOE, 
Secretary Nationa] Association of 
Credit Men. 

In a situation such as we are 
passing through at present sacri- 
fices of various types are required 
in order that the burden may be 
lessened and that everyone may bear 
his proper share of the responsibili- 
ties. It is very easy for an enter- 
prise to dismiss men from their em- 
ploy when business isfalling off and 
retrenchment seems necessary. 
Nothing in the situation is more 


dangerous than unemployment, to 
avoid it and Keep idleness at a min- 
imum should be striven for with our 
hardest efforts. 

This message is designed especial- 
ly to ask of business enterprises 
the retention of men even though 
their time may not be kept fully 
employed and to carry them may 
mean a net expense to the enter- 
prise. We do not intend in this 
appeal to ask a service that would 
impair the profits of an enterprise 
to a point of serious loss, but by 
straining just a little and keeping 
men even at a sacrifice will reduce 
unemployment and help us to solve 
some of our present problems. In 
the one direction aiming to restore 
confidence so that the wheels of in- 
dustry will turn with more acceler- 
ation, and in the other to keep the 
Personnel of an enterprise intact 
to the very highest point possible, 
are just the efforts which will test 
the brain and brawn of business 
leaders these days and to meet them 
successfully will help us in the 
fullest way to restore prosperity. 

We are impressed with a disturb- 
ing phenomena in housing costs. 
It appeared that in May, 1921, hous- 
ing costs were larger than in De- 
cember, 1920, a reversal of the pro- 
cess in other costs. Forcing de- 
clines isn’t a pleasant process in 
any circumstances and it would be 
a part of prudence for property 
owners to meet the situation and 
help in the liquidation process. 
Housing costs must decline, either 
voluntarily or by forcible measures. 
Lower prices for building materials 
are promised and should accelerate 
building construction. 

Have Hit Bottom, 


We find the novel situation of 
the retail merchant as a general 
rule doing more business propor- 
tionately than the wholesale mer- 
chant, that the wholegale merchant 
is doing more business proportion- 
ately than the manufacturer, and 
the manufacturer doing more busi- 
ness proportionately than the pro- 
ducer of basic materials. The cone 
is inverted and inverted in a way 
which promises a quicker revival of 
business when conditions are right 
than if the producer of basic ma- 
terlals exceeded the sales to ulti- 


~~ de 


mate consumers. It seems to me 
on a careful observation that we 
have struck the bottom and are 
now gathering sufficient strength 
to take the upward turn. 


In some commodities there is a 
fairly fo00d seasonal business. Col- 
lections of current accounts are not 
complained of, many deferred ac- 
counts are still in suspension or 
in process of adjustment. Failures 
have not increased. The erratic 
movements of the stock markets aré 
not a good index of basic condi- 
tions. The suspension of a divi- 
dend will cause a decline in mar- 
ket prices of the stock but funda- 
mentally it is indicative of prudence 
in the administration of the busi- 
ness. 

A very great difference was noted 
between the mental temperament 
of the public today as compared 
with twelve months ago. Then it 
was that business was moving 
about as in the dark, not knowing 
what was going to happen and 
consumed with a great fear. Now 
there is a feeling of constructive 
optimism, that we have passed 
through the worst and must pre- 
pare for the better. The last stages 
of the recuperative process are 
usually quite slow and must be fol- 
lowed with extreme patience and 
composure, The need of keeping 
one’s head through this process is 
very great and business generally 
must be kept free from any fear or 
apprehension that things are not 
coming right. 

There seems to be also a little 
clearing up in the foreign situation, 
nothing of great promise, but a 
trend toward the solution of prob- 
lems and a revival of our export 
business. Now, coming down to 
fundamentals, we find the cost of 
living has declined about 20 per 
cent. We ask the question, why 
hasn't this decline been larger. The 
answer is that labor costs have not 
declined even in proportion to the 
decline in thé cast of living. 


We see thug the situation inter- 
woven into a mass of economic de- 
tail, forming one composite whole 
as related to the reason for our 
depression, and the remedies for its 
removal. Liquidation must con- 
tinue. This is an indisputable fact 
in the situation. Confidence must 
be restored, and added to these fea- 
tures a strong belief in the under- 
lying soundness of the nation and 
its future will revive the spirits of 
the people, confirm their construc- 
tive optimism and put us in the di- 
rection of trade resumption.

‘Recent reports from many parts 
of the country state that what 


amounts almost to a scourge or ep- 
icsamic has swept down on the land 
in the nature of a tremendous in- 
crease in rats, with the resultant 
and inevitable losg that follows in 
their wake. 

Several southern cities are badly 
infested and merchants in Atlanta 
h..ve their complaints to make, be- 
cause it is to the merchant that the 
big loss comes. Private citizens may 
be able to fight off the scattering 
neighborhood rodents with the fam- 
ily cat or an occasional trap, but 
the merchant, the nature of whose 
business is such as to attract rats 
in large numbers, has a different 
proposition on his hands, 

The United States government has 
taken a hand and at the present 
time there are Over eighty rat “trap- 
pers’—experts in catching rodents 
—in the employ of Uncle Sam in 
New Orleans alone, The government 
is very thorough in its efforts to 
rid an Infested area of its rats, and 
in addition to salaries that are fair- 
ly fat in themselves, expert rat 
trappers receive a bonus—graduat- 
ed according to a certain scale that 
has been established—for each rat 
caught. A dead rat brings a bonus 
of 10 cents, a live rat 25 cents and 
for each diseased rat the sum of $5. 
Tha catch recently has been aver- 
aging about 1,400 a day, and it is 
estimated that New Orleans has a 
rat population of somewhere in the 
rat that is bagged is marked with 
a tag stating at what place of busi- 
ness {t was caught and each day the 
whole catch is turned over to a 
rovernment laboratory to be exam- 
ined. This is for the purpose of 
locating any disease that may have 
developed, with especial reference 
to Bubonic plague. The thorough- 
ness with which this fs done is dem- 
onstrated by the fact that only two 
eases of the plague were found in 
New Orleans last year. 

As Disease Spreaders. 


In an experiment conducted by 
the government to trv and deter- 
mine how fast rats might possibly 
spread disease, ten rats were label- 
ed and turned loose in Mobile. Some 
time later three of these were found 
in New Orleans, and two on boats on 
their wav to South America. Ap- 
parently they are fast travelers and 
find their means of transportation 
on boats, barges and trains. 

Wien it is estimated that one 
good active rat destroys $113 of 
property each year, it comes to be 
something for business men to think 
serlously of, and that is what Mr. 
Rat is forcing on many Atlanta 
firms these days—serlous thinking. 
The means of.eliminating these de- 
structive and dangerous pests are 
mghy, but the rat.has a brain like 
a” fox—he is hard to catch. Traps 
of the ordinary kind soon lose their 
attraction for the business rat, in 
fact, after a few are caught the 
good old rat trap is passed up by 
the canny rodent no matter how 
well ladened with bait. 

The actual material loss caused 
Dv rats in this country—to say 
nothing of the loss in deatns 
through disease carried by and di- 
rectly due to rats—runs into mil- 
lions of dollafs each year.

Visitors are always 
welcome and it is to be regretted that more visitors do not inspect these 
plants. To give one some idea of the size of these institutions it may 
he stated that the floor space of the Block plant, the largest and 
nidest in Atlanta, covers more than 20 acres.

Their satisfaction 
Over the results testifies to the 
value of their efforts.

Bath house operators ex- 
perimented by keeping one or two horses for hire, thus making it possi- 
ble for the fair bather to step from her dressing room to the back of her 
mount.

Mrs. Florian 

Krug, Whose Se Se 
Belief in Bahajsm — Clee 
Entails an Enormous Sacrifice.

yHEN Dr. Florian Krug, the eminent New 
York surgeon, announced recently his de 
termination to-.sell his rich holdings in 
the Metropolis of America and, with his wife,. to 
go to the Far East to pour his liquidated wealth: 
into the lap of an Oriental phtifosopher and head 
of a new creed, all eyes in the large circle of his 
professional and social acquaintances focussed 
for a time cn Bahaism, to ascertain just what 
stuff the new lodestone is made of. It was 
‘astounding news. Neither the surgeon nor his 
wife was ever accused of gullibility. Not even a 
voice was ever heard imputing to man or wife the 
faintest intimation of fanaticism. 

So, when the tenets of the Baha faith were 
scrutinized, no surprise was occasioned by the 
discovery that they seemed to combine the broad- 
est in Christianity with the sanést of the beliefs 
of that class of hard-headed thinkers of the hu- 
man race of whom Lord Tennyson said: 

“There lives more faith in honest doubt, 
Believe me, than in half the creeds.” 

Moreover, the spontaneous answer to the ap- 
peal of the persuasive “prospectus” of the new 
religion smacked strongly of that command given 
2000 years ago to sell one’s woridly goods to 
take up the life spiritual. For that is exactly 
what, the surgeon and his wife and 30,000 others 
in various parts of the world have done, believ- 
ing that in Bahaism they can perceive the long- 
iooked for answer to the eternal question of a 
religion practical, pure and sincere. 

‘Where the wooded slopes of the Nazareth 
hills reach down to the Mediterranean Sea lies 
the little town of Haifa in Palestine. Situated 
just outside the town and in full view of both 
the Bay of Acre and Mount Carme!, is the home 
of Abdul Baha, the venerable teacher of the new 
sect.

It was built by a 
wealthy Américan widow, Mrs. Jackson, some 
years ago. At her death she bequeathed it with 
its beautiful gardens to the head of the Baha 
movement.

In becoming a member of the interesting col- 
ony at Haifa, Mrs. Krug declares that she is 
realizing what amounts to a life dream.

“While I needed no proof of the necessity and

When she talks of her plans Mrs. Krug's 
large, dark eyes take on the fire of enthusiasm.

There is no ser- 
vant problem there. They serve His Holiness in 
an attitude of radiant joy. 

“In his travels through Europe and this coun- 
try just prior to the world war, Abdul Baha, re- 
ferring to the elder Baha’s forty years’ im- 
prisonment, often astonished his audiences by 
saying: ‘There is no prison save the prison of 
self.’

000,000 a year in your money. Try as I will I can’t spend 
as fast as I acquire. And it is my intention to die poor, really 
poor, not poor like Mr. Carnegie died. 

.“I shall travel to America in. my own yacht, which I am 
having refurnished. I shall take twenty-five maniquins With 
me, especially engaged from the modistes of London and Parig 
to help me wear my*gowns, or rather to wear replicas of the 
gowns I have, in case I don’t have the opportunity of appear- 
ing in all of them. The maniquins will go everywhere I go. 
When I shall go to the theater they will go. I shall take 
all the boxes in the house and let the maniquins sit in them, 
reserving one for myself and husband. 

“T have heard much of the American hotels, but I shall 
not go to them: unless it is to see the grade of service and 
to test the quality of cooking. I am arranging to rent by 
the m@nth for as many months as I shall decide later a resi- 
dence in Fifth avenue in New York and I shall have every- 
thing in it removed and replaced with furniture I shall bu 
myself. One thing I shall insist on and that is gold ba 
tubs, which I shall have installed in the house I rent. 4 
cities near New York which I shall visit I shall go to in a 
motor car. Chicago I shall visit in my yacht, going by way 
of the canal and Great Lakes, and live aboard the yacht 
meanwhile. But I shall have to use the railroads when 
going to your interior cities. Pittsburgh, Louisville, St. Louis 
and Denver. Iam now having the plans drawn for a boudoir 
and saloon car de luxe for myself and husband and another 
car to contain a dining room, library and sleeping quarters 
for the maniquins. The plans*will be sent to America and 
the cars will be constructed for me by the Pullman Com- 
pany. I may use the yacht to visit New Orleans and San 
Francisco, which I certainly intend to see; otherwise I shall 
go in my private train, for it will be impossible to attach 
my own coaches to a regular train. Why, I'll have five Ing- 
gage cars in addition to those for myself and my employes. 
Besides, I’ll not be ruled by any train schedules. I'll go and 
leave when I please.

How many farms are there. each 
a foot deep, beneath the surface vi 
every farm in the “red hill” seetion 
of Georgia’ f 

This question, high!y important 
from the standpoint of every farm 
owner 
ciples in tarming, has been raised 
with the advancirle of two, eo far 
as can be learned, new theories. 
These theories have been advanced 
in a letter written to The Constitu- 
tion by Piromis H. Bell, who owns 
a farm in DeKalb county. 

One point he makes is, “beneath 
every farm in the country there is 
another farm at least a foot in 
thickness,” based on an experiment 
Mr. Bell conducted with some of 
Georgia’s red clay. 

If the resuit of Mr. Ball's expert- 
ment with Georgia clay properly 
shows the action of this soil in larg 
bodies, and if’a second contention 
as to the material carried in the 
summer winds, is supported by pos- 
itive tests, then every farmer in 
Georgia’s “red hill” section has a 
farm of surpagsing fertility. 

Capillary Action, 

The first thcory that Mr. Belt 

advances is based on his experi- 


who follows scientific prin- 


ment which shows that the Georgia 
red clay has greater capillary at- 
traction than other soils, and as a 
result brings water and mineral 
plant food from deep in the earth to 
the surface in larger quantities than 
other soils. His second theory is 
based on his study of the winds, 
which, he says, shows that the 
winds and clevds which pass over 
Georgia carry an enormous amount 
of nitrogenous matter. 
genous plant food, he contends, is 
picked up by the winds and clouds 
from. the tropical stretches of upper 
Mexico, Louisiana and Texas. He 
points out that vegetable matter is 
constantly rotting in these stretch 3s, 
and the gases rising from this de- 
composition of plant life permeate 
the winds and clouds with this nitro- 
genous food and then settles over 
Georgia's “red hill’ darms as the 
rains fall. 

Futher than this, Mr. Bell in- 
vites scientific investigation of his 
theories. 

He writes as follows: 

“Without disparaging the many 
elements of natural wealth or the 


commercial advantages that spread . 
- along the sea-coast counties of 


This nitro-. 


Georgia or the agricultural  re- 
sources that so richly abound in her 
wide extended ‘coastal plain,’ may 
we not especially boast of the won- 
derful and inexhaustable fertility 
that exists in the vast and healthful 
section of our own state that 
stretches over county after county 
of Georgia's ‘red ll’ slopes and 
over the foothills/ of ‘originally 
Cherokee’ in the escarpment of the 
Appalachians? 

“This is the region which, on the 
old map, made in 1771 of a part of 
Georgia and found in Carroll's His- 
torical Recollections of South Caro- 
lina, is marked with the legends, 
‘high, rich land’ and ‘pleasant, gond 
iand.’ 

.“After more than a hundred and 
thirty years ~of exhausting ‘crop- 
ping,’ the farms in this boundary 
continue to yield heavy stores of 
tuberous, cereal: and fibrous prod- 
ucts. 

“There are two features, how- 
ever, pertaining to the, soil and 
climatic conditions of this region of 
‘red hills’ in Georgia that are not 
known by the people of our whole 
country or those of other lands, and 
which are not duly appreciated by 
those of our own people who are so 
fortunate as to possess homesteads 
here and dwell upon them. One of 


these especial features ‘is geological, 
and involves a process»of. agricul- 
tural physics; the other belongs to 
the domain of meteorofogy, and in- 
cidentally requires a consideration 
of chemical facts. , 

Depth of Alluviat Clays. 

“And, first, I call attention to the 
depth of our alluvial clays as fur- 
nishing available plant foods of all 
ihe mineral kinds necessary for 
sustenance and growth. We often 
bear it said, in advocacy of ‘deep 
plowing,’ tnat under the surfac2 of 
each of our farms lies another farm 
a foot in depth that can be utilized 
by turning up the lower stratum to 
‘asration’ and = winter freezzs and 
thaws. 

“I submit, here, as a theory, that, 
more than this, each farm in our 
“red hill’ section of Georgia, con- 
sists of from twenty to sixty or 
more farms, a foot in thickness, su- 
perimposed upon each other. In 
other words, that the crops growing 
in the superficial plowed soil derive 


sustenance in their mineral elements. 


of food from a depth limited only by 
the thickness of the clayey stratum 
overlying the rock-ribbed frame of 
the earth below. This depth varies 
from 20 to 80 feet, as proven in the 
digging of our wells. The soil only 
ends, generally, when we reach the 
rocky formation of granites,- shales 
and schists along and over which 
run the crystal streams that supply 


- 


our wells with their healthful wa- 

ters, and these rock ledges are 

found at the depths above indicated. 
Shown by Experiment. 


“Now, make a simple experiment. 
Fill a 5-foot section of stove-piping 
or other similar container with any 
of our clay soils, taken from any, 


depth, say 20 to 40 feet, and let it. 


bs thoroughly dry. Place the con- 
tainer on end, upright, in a tub or 
other vessel containing water 4 to 6 
inches deep. In a very short time 
it will be found that the whole mass 
of clay soil to the top of the con- 
tainer will be moist That is to say, 
that the water in the tub has been 
absorbed or drawn upward by capil- 
lary attraction, permeating the 
whole mass of the soil employed in 
the test.- Thus, when the ‘thin 
crust’ is broken between the: rocks 
of our cultivated crops’ the ‘pores’ 
of the ground are opened, and, by 
capillary ~attraction, moisture is 
brought up and placed in contact 
with the storna or mouths of the 
rootlets and there absorbed and ap- 
propriated by the plants. My theory, 
therefore, is that we have not only 
‘two farms,’ as proposed by advo- 
cates of ‘deep plowing,’ but as many 
farms, one foot each in depth, as 
there are foot measures down to the 
ultimate rock body of the ‘terres- 
tial ball’

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Amazing Conditions of Politics 
_and Crime in Bloodiest Square - 


_ Mile of White Man’s World. | 
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By EDWARD H. SMITH. 

HE Nineteenth Ward of the dryly reformed 
T city of Chicago is apparently the blood- 
iest square mile of the white man’s world just 
now. At any rate, no city ward under Cauca- 
sian sovereignty has lately seen such prodigies 
of feudism and bloodletting. All because one 
man has for too many years held the privilege 
of protecting the gamblers and the wretched 
‘women of that little plot of innocent earth. 
Protecting them from the law, you understand. 
Always a profitable business; one of the things 
laws are made for. 

The Nineteenth Ward is one of the most 
thickly settled blotches of that huge human 


ruck, Chicago. Its eastern boundary line be- 
gs at the Chicago River, just outside the Loop, 

Chicago’s congested business centre is called; 
from the fact that it is encircled with the sound- 
ing ellipse of the elevated railway structure. 
The boundary of the ward then runs south to 
West Roosevelt Street, where it turns west and 
plunges into a mystifying tangle of railway 
tracks, great warehouses and abject tenements, 
a district known as “The Valley.” Further west 
the boundary incloses a spot where Little Italy 
and the Ghetto adjoin and the two races fight 
for business, political and housing foothold. At 
‘the far-sung Halstead Street the boundary 
swerves again to take in a crowded pure Italian 
section, which extends to the ward’s western 
limit, South Hermitage Avenue. At this point, 
twelve blocks west of the eastern boundary, the 
ward line turns east once more to Van Buren 
Street, and then south, back to the river. I 
give these geographical details for those who 
have been in Chicago and may wish to vision 
the locals. 

In this irregularly shaped district, hardly 
more than a square mile in extent, are com- 
mitted more of Chicago’s enormous list of crimes 
than in any other district of the town, excepting 
only the black belt on the south side. New 
York believed she had a crime wave not long 
ago, and there was no mistake. But the crimes 
here were of a different order, and, all told, our 
outbreak was never comparable to what still 
goes on in the Western metropolis. 

Thirty-five years ago the ward was all Trish, 
for that was the day when the sons of the sod 
were building the railroads and the cities of the 
country. Thirty-five years @go Johnny Powers, 
an Irish liquor dealer with a talent for politics, 
was elected Alderman. He organized the ward 
ahout him, made himself beloved of his rough 
constituents and, with the flight of a few years, 
took his place in that strange company of city 
fathers whose brightest lights are still the 
famosity rich Bath-house John Coghlan and 
Hinky Dink Kenna. He has represented the 
Nineteenth ever since, without ever a defeat at 
the polls. | 

But the years change wards as they change 
men. The Trish came to prosper and to move 
out of the dark shacks and tight pressed houses. 
They went out along the shores of the shining 
lake and over into the woods and pleasant 
places, where they threw up their cottages and 
their villas and, here and there, thir gauche 
palaces. Into their lately vacated quarters 
went the more lately imported Italians and 
Sicilians. More and more of the frish left, and 
more and more of the Latins came in. It was 
time for Alderman Johnny Powers to look to 
his fences, for an Italian aspirant to Aldermanic 
rewards. not to speak of honors, was certain to 
appear and, perhaps, to conquer. 

For twenty vears Johnny Powers had clear 
sailing. His election was always as certain as 
that of his colorful confreres in the Loop. But 
fifteeen years ago things lost their smug cer 
tainty. The Italian rivals began to be put up. 
A little ordinary political sense was, for a time, 
sufficient to dispose of them. When the Ital- 
fans nominated one candidate, Johnny Powers 
named another of their race and split the 
vote so that the ancient and battle-branded Irish 
veteran continued to ride safely into office. 

Johnny da Pow, as the Italians called him, 
could not be beaten. He further fortified him- 
eelf by surrounding his potentate person with 
Latin henchmen, who accomplished for him 
what his own astuteness could no longer en- 
compass, the division of the Italian strength. 
One of the chief of these assistants in the eso- 
teric Government of the ward was a Sicilian, 
Antonio D’Andrea, called in the Chicago dia- 
lect, Tony Dee Andreea, an altogether remark- 
able man. 

D’Andrea had been educated for the priest- 
hood in Palermo, but he felt an urge toward 
more furious fields. got himself into some kind 
of local peccability, and fied to America and 


Chicago. He was, as the vhrase goes, highly - 


educated. ‘He was a Sicilian gentleman, a grace- 


ful, courteous, courtly man. As a young fellow 
he taught Italian to the sons and daughters and 
dowagers of the ‘Chicago rich set. Then, within 
@ few months, he was in politics. Next, in 1902, 
he was caught by the Government agents and 
convicted of counterfeiting, a crime which used 
to be considered a good joke among the Latins, 
just as running a wildcat. bank was one of the 
peculiar crookeries in all our foreign districts 
till the States got after the rascals. If it was 
easy to get a foreigner’s confidencé and lead 
him to “invest” his money with a man of no 
assets and no character, simply because he was 
a fellow countryman and had written across 
his windows that he was a banker, why shouldn’t 
one hand out bogus bank notes to the same 
gullible people? The aspiring D’Andrea got into 
this business and by that token into the Fed- 
eral Penitentiary. But a Presidential pardon 
freed him at the end of thirteen months, and 
his citizenship was therewith restored, so that 
he could go back to his political career. He now 
linked forees with Powers and became the chief 
Ttalian leader in the interest of the Irish Demo- 
cratic boss of the Nineteenth. 


This connection between Powers and D’Andrea 
went along for a number of years, until the 
Italian once more got too ambitious. Johnny 
da Pow promptly kicked D’Andrea off the ward 
committee, and then the fight was on. 

D’Andrea sought in vain to be avenged until 
this year. Then another piece of Johnny. da 
Pow’s political dodging made an opening for 
him. Powers, though a Democrat and for thirty- 
five years in the council under that banner, had 
been playing with the powerful Republican 
machine of Mayor Thompson, thinking thereby 
to strengthen himself. But last.fall it was on 
every Signpost that the Thompson machine in- 
tended to knife Powers and throw its strength 
to D’Andrea, who had been nominated to oppose 
the veteran Councilman. 


Now the carnage began. In a sense it was 
resumed, for Tony D’Andrea had stepped into 
politfes over a freslet of blood. His elder 
brother, Joe, had been a Nineteenth Ward polli- 
tician while Tony was still teaching the rich 
set, and, later, when he was doing time for 
meddling with the currency. But just as Tony 
emerged from prison, Joe was assassinated and 
the younger man stepped into the gory shoes 
of his elder brother. So he had entered poli- 
tics, and in much the same way he went out. 


On the 28th of last September a bomb was 
exploded on the front porch of Alderman 
Powers’s home. No one was Killed, but from 
that moment on threats, shootings, fights and 
minor riots followed in kaleidoscopic succes- 
sion. 

As spring and the election approached things 
got to be worse. On the night of Feb. 11, thir- 
teen days before the election, a bomb was ex- 
ploded at a D’Andrea meeting and the legs 
blown off “Little Man” Tortiello and Louis 
Bataglia, two of the D’Andrea precinct Captains. 
Fifteen others at the meeting were injured. The 
eharge was at once made that the Powers fac- 
tion was responsible for the trouble. Alderman 
James B. Bowler, Powers’s wardmate in the City 
Council, retorted that the ward was being pa- 
trolled by armed gunmen and that Mr. Powers’s 
life was being threafened daily—probably a fact. 
Four days before the election another bomb

was exploded behind a building owned by Joe 
Spika, one of D’Andrea’s strong lieutenants. At 
the same time the charge was made that 
D’Andrea had boasted in: an open meeting that 
if Powers were elected “some one would get 
hurt.” 

So this struggle went ahead between the man 
who had been trained as a priest of the church 
and his older rival, trained in the underworld of 
one of the darkest cities of the Western Conti- 
nent. 

In the election on Feb. 22, Washington’s Birth- 
day, Powers won once again, but by a major-

ity of barely 400 votes. The rest of the city 
settled down to.the placid hope that the Nine- 
teenth had its fight and was about to make 
peace. Only the denizens of the. ward knew 
better. 

On March & the expected outbreak came, when 
two of Powers’s chief assistants were assassin- 
ated in the full glare of daylight. . Hata 

Paul Labriola, a municipal bafliff and the old 
Alderman’s closest aid, was shot from behind as 
he was’ leaving his home to go to the City ‘Hall. 
The killers put two bullets through him; and 
then, as he lay dying on the walk, they. shot 
him eleven times more. 

Within an hour Harry Raimondi, another of 
Chief Powers’s backers, was standing in his gro- 
céry store, when two men walked in and asked 
for cigars. Raimondi got them and offered them 
to his customers, who reached into their pockets 
fof change. Instead they. brought out automat- 
ics and shot the grocer and second precinct 
captain to death where. he stood. bas 

On March 19 Two Gun Johnny Gaudino was 
standing in front of a pool hall on West Polk 
Street talking to his friend, Giuseppf Nuzzo, 
when a closed automobile passed in a rush. Two 
sawed-off shotguns were poked out, and fire 
opened on the gang leader. who was also a 
D’Andrea supporter. The slugs missed Gaudino, 


- but Nuzzo caught several in the leg. 


On the same day D’Andrea announced pub- 
licly that he was through with Nineteenth Ward 
politics. 

“I’m diseusted with the whole thing,” he said. 
“All the shootings are blamed on me. That’s a 


lie, but the best way to disprove it is to quit. - 


Powers can keep the Aldermanic job if he takes 
care of the Italians.” 

Alas, poor man, the gesture came too late! 
He may even have meant it. Some of the fine- 
ness and education in the youth of this extraor- 
dinary man may have come to the surface. He 
may have felt for a few hours a génuine dis- 
gust at the blood-letting and the savagery of it 
all, but it was too late. Those about him -un- 
derstood that he was marked for deathand 
perhaps he knew it also. 


Early on the morning of May 11 last, as the 
Italian politician was walking up the steps to 
the high stoop of his home at 902. South Ash- 
Jand Avenue, some one raised the front window 
of the ground floor flat, thrust out a sawed-off 
shotgun and fired. The politician halted, reeled 
back down the steps, and fell into the gutter, 
bleeding from eleven abdominal wounds. The 
neighbors ran out to his assistance and he was 
carried to a hospital, where he lingered through 
forty-eight -tortured. hours. 

The month before his assassination the fam- 
ily, residing in. that ground floor flat had re- 
ceived word to move. The place belonged to 
D’Andrea and was going to be bombed. The 
politicfan let his tenants go, and laughed at the 
idea. But the tenants moved, and death laughed 
last. | 
The shotgun with which D’Andrea was mur- 
dered was found iying inside that vacated apart- 
ment, and. beside it a felt hat within whose 
sweatband was found the true Latin touch, a 
twenty-dollar bill and’'a scrap of paper bearing 
the simple legend: “This will buy flowers for 
D'Andrea.” Even his assassin could not break 
the custom. The man slain in the little and 
vain ferocities of life must have blossoms from 
his destroyer as he rode on his last chariot 
toward the dust. 

Now. Alderman Powers goes about with a 
heavy armed guard and so does Joe Bsposito, 
who succeeded D’Andrea as head of the oppos- 
ing faction. In each case the city has made 
arrests by the hundreds and offered heavy re- 
wards for the apprehension of the slayers. But 


‘not one has ever been brought to justice. The 


Nineteenth Ward has its own law and admin- 
isters it in its own way. The gangster life that 
used to scourge the New York east and west. 
sides has gone wandering and settled in Chi- 
cago, which Mr. Henry Mencken calls. * telieve, 
the centre of culture in America. Perhaps that 
is what he means. 

Meantime this bloody feud goes on, a black 
belt of the Blue Ridge Mountains moved fnto 
the heart of one of the vast dark citie« of the 
‘world. ;
